NAVAL RESEARCH 
UCH work of far reaching im 


portance to the Navy has been per- 
formed by the recently organized office of 
Research and Investigation of the Bureau 
of Engineering. It is the duty of this new 
office to study problems of broad interest 
to the Bureau of Engineering, obtaining 
its information from any possible source, 
whether from the records of the Navy De- 
partment, from test reports of various 
Naval laboratories, or from personal 
visits to various other naval activities, 
industrial plants, and civilian labora- 
tories. 

The Bureau of Engineering maintains 
a planned program of research and ex- 
periments. This program is carefully laid 
out in advance. Engineering and scien- 
tiie disclosures which appear in this 
country and abroad are developed in or- 
der to provide the latest methods of ma 
chinery design and operation. The pro- 
gram extends in many directions and 
ranges from large scale main ship pro- 
pulsion problems to small devices which 
form parts of items of machinery, Rear 
Adm. H. G. Bowen stated in his annual 
report. 

The Engineering Experiment Station, 
Annapolis, Md., the Naval Boiler Labora- 
tory, Philadelphia, Pa., and the Naval Re- 
search Laboratory, Anacostia, 1). C., the 
Material Laboratory, Navy Yard, New 
York, N. Y., and the laboratories at va 
rious navy yards have continued their 
work of testing engineering materials 
and equipment both for type approval 
lests, and to determine compliance with 
contract specifications, the Chief of the 
Bureau reported. 

The tests of lubricants submitted for 
approval have been continued, the Chief 
reported. Further study has been made 
of high pressure lubricants for extreme 
pressure gears, A research problem is be 
ing conducted on grease lubricants for 
ball and roller bearings. A stability test 
for grease is being developed. 

Diesel Fuel Oil

0 ignition qualities, and to the effect of 
pour point requirements. An additional 
research problem has been set up to de 
lermine the effect of “dopes” on the igni

Army to Concentrate 
In Texas and La. in May 


Selection has been made, and approved 
by the War Department, of areas in Kast 
Texas and in Louisiana for the concen 
tration and maneuver of corps and Army 
units late in April and In May. 

Directives were issued this week for the 
movement of additional units, involving 
10,450 officers and men, to the maneuver 
areas to complete corps and army units 
for the exercises, 

Before the Divisions move into the big 
corps and army exercise, they will be in 
spected by Secretary of War Harry IH. 
Woodring. The Secretary is planning to 
leave Washington early next month, prob 
ably March the sixth or seventh, for a 
tour of the divisions and corps units in 
their winter training quarters. 

lor the big exercises in Louisiana and 
‘Texas, the Divisions composing the two 
corps will travel overland toward the 
maneuver area, the movement being part 
of the exercise and under conditions 
simulating actual warfare. The IV Corps, 
under Brig. Gen. Walter C. Short, USA, 
will be composed of the First, Fifth, and 
Sixth Divisions, and supporting aircraft 
and Corps Troops. The IX Corps, under 
Maj. Gen. Walter Krueger, USA, will be 
composed of the Second Division, the 
First Cavalry Division, the Seventh Cav 
alry Brigade (Mecz.), and supporting air 
eraft and Corps troops. 

Elements of the 1V Corps, not now with 
the divisions in the south, will concentrate 
generally in the area lying northwest of 
Alexandria, La., und composed largely 
of the Kisatchie National Forests. Camp 
Beauregard, near Alexandria, will be the 
supply base for the IV Corps. 

Klements of the IX Corps not now in 
southern training areas will use Na 
cogdoches as a nupply base and will con 
centrate in the area generally covered by 
the Angelina and Sabine National Forests 
in east Texas, 

The additional troops ordered south 
this week will bring the total personnel 
involved in the exercises to about 67,000, 
the greatest ever employed in a peace 
time exercise of the United States Army.

The joint Army and Navy maneuvers held last month in California did not pro- 
voke the avalanche of editorial comment that the famed First Army maneuvers did 
last summer. West Coast papers gave most attention to the war games, all pointing 
out that the maneuvers provided valuable training for the Services. Some stated that 
results of the games demonstrated a need for additional defenses on the Pacific Coast.

Physical Exams and Retirement for Reserves and Nat. Guard 


Steps to assure complete and thorough 
physical examinations of officers of the 
Reserve Corps and of officers of the Na 
tional Guard of the United States 
ordered to active duty were taken this 
week in the promulgation of special in 
structions by the War Department. 

Two letters were prepared for dispatch 
to Corps Area and Department Com 
manders, chiefs of Arms and Services, 
and the Chief of the National Guard 
Bureau, The first pertains to physical 
standards and physical examinations and 
the second to the administration of the 
provisions of the act passed the last ses- 
sion of Congress extending regular re 
tirement privileges to officers of the Re 
serve Corps and of the National Guard 
of the United States who incur injury on 
disability while on Federal Service in 
excess of 30 days duration. 

Under existing laws Reserve and Na 
tional Guard officers on more than 30 
days active Federal service are entitled 
to retirement, pension, and = disability 
privileges accorded to officers of the 
Regular Army or may elect to benefits 
under the Employees Compensation Act. 
In addition, such officers serving on led- 
eral duty tours of less than 30 days, or 
reserve oflicers injured or disabled while 
on inactive duty or inactive training 
status are entitled to benefits under the 
Employees Compensation Act. 

The new letters of instruction follow: 

Physical Standards 

1. Pending revision of pertinent Army 
Regulations the following instructions sup 
plement and where appropriate supersede in 
structions governing the physical examina 
tion of Reserve officers. 

2. Physical standards for appointment, re- 
appointment, promotion and all active duty, 
are those preseribed in AR 40-105, AR 40-100, 
and in addition for Air Corps in AR 40-110; 
AR 40-105 will be amended so as to require 
the same physical standards, grade for grade, 
for officers of the Regular Army, and Na 
tional Guard, and the Reserve Corps, except 
that for initial appointments in the National 
Guard and in the Officers’ Reserve Corps the 
standard for eyes shall be that prescribed 
for the Medical Department and Chaplains 
for appointment in the Regular Army, These 
standards will be adhered to strictly. 
Waivers for physical defects will be granted 
only by the War Department and prior 
waivers will not be considered binding. Where 
an examination discloses disqualifying de 
fects the report of physical examination will 
forwarded to The Adjutant General for 
final action of the War Department as to 
physical disqualtifieations of the applicant for 
appointment or of the Reserve officer con 
cerned, A Reserve officer found physically 
disqualified for reappointment, promotion, or 
active duty, will, if he makes request in writ 
ing, either be placed in the Inactive Reserve 


| or, if In the opinion of the War Department, 
| the defect is correctible within a period of one 
year, be continued in the active section under 
a waiver of the physical defect subject to re 
examination. The officer must report for re 
examination at his own expense within one 
year after the waiver is granted, otherwise 
he will be transferred to the Inactive Re 
serve upon request, or be discharged. If the 
officer fails upon reexamination to meet the 
physical standards, he may request transfer 
to the Inactive Reserve, otherwise his ser 
vice will be terminated. A Reserve officer 
awaiting reexamination will not be eligible 
for active duty. If a Reserve officer found 
physically disqualified fails to request trans 
fer to the Inactive Reserve or to request a 
waiver subject to reexamination, his service 
will be terminated. 

3. The physical examination of Reserve 
officers ordered to active duty for periods 
less than 31 days and the certification upon 
relief from such duty will be made as set 
forth in paragraphs 57 and 58, AR 140-5, 
modified by the instructions contained in 
paragraph 2 above. 

1. a. Reserve officers who apply for an in 
itial tour of active duty in excess of 30 days 
(as distinguished from applications for con 
tinuance on such duty) will receive a pre 
liminary physical examination not more than 
1) days prior to entrance on such active duty. 
This examination will be as thorough as 
possible in order to avoid expense and in 
convenience to the Government and to the in 
dividual. If the applicant lives near an Army 
hospital or dispensary providing X-ray and 
laboratory facilities, he should report there 
for the preliminary) physical examination 
which in that case will be of the scope of the 
final examination referred to in the follow 
ing subparagraph. The examination of the 
final type is preferable; failing that, an ex 
amination by a Regular Army Medical offi 
cer is desirable, and if that is not practicable, 
the corps area commander will designate a 
Medical Reserve officer to conduct it. 

b. If the preliminary examination does not 
disclose disqualifying defects, the officer will 
be ordered to active duty. Immediately upon 
reporting for active duty a final physical 
examination will be made by a board of two 
or more Medical officers of the Regular Army 
at an Army general hospital, station hospital 
or general dispensary, where professional 
specialists and proper facilities are available 
for complete physical examination including 
X-ray and laboratory. This examination will 
include X-ray of chest and all laboratory 
tests indicated under item 28, form 68. A Re 
serve officer found physically disqualified in 
a final examination will be accorded the 
rights provided by the Act of June 15, 1936, 
if pertinent. Otherwise he will be prompty 
relieved from active duty, ordered to his home 
and his case disposed of as provided in para 
graph 2 above. If the preliminary physical 
examination consisted of an examination of 
the final examination type and was held not 
more than 80 days prior to entrance on active 
duty, the examination made after reporting 
on active duty will be limited to that neces 
sary to determine the general health of the 
Reserve officer. 








ec. If the preliminary examination does not 
definitely disclose physical disqualifieations 
but indicates a doubt of final auaiifieation 
upon a more searching examination, the Re 
serve officer, if he desires to be considered for 
active duty in excess of 30 days, will be re 
quired to report at his own expense at a 
hospital such as prescribed in paragraph 4b 
above, for a physical examination identical 
in scope with and conducted by a board of 
officers such as provided for the final examines 
tion in paragraph 4b above, for Reserve offi 
cers found physically qualified in the pre 
liminary examination. If found physieally 
qualified in the final examination he will be 
ordered to active duty: if found physically 
disqualified his case will be disposed of as 
provided in paragraph 2 above. 


d. If the preliminary examination discloses 
disqualifying defects the officer will be 
informed and advised that he will be ae 
corded the privilege of a reexamination un 
der the same conditions and his case will be 
handled in the same manner as set forth for 
doubtful cases in subparagraph de above. Tn 
the event he declines the privilege of report 
ing for such reexamination, the report of the 
preliminary examination will be forwarded 
to The Adjutant General for appropriate ac 
tion as set forth in paragraph 2 above, with 
the statement that the officer declined the 
privilege of reexamination.

hoa. During a period of extended active 
duty in exeess of 30 days, including all au 
thorized extensions which are continuous and 
without a break, only such physical examina 
tions will be made as are required for officers 
of the Reguar Army for health reasons. (This 
will not appy to Reserve officers who are now 
on extended active duty under orders issued 
prior to April 3, 1989, until such officers are 
given a physical examination of the type pre 
scribed for the final physical examination in 
paragraph 4b above. That examination will 
be given prior te entering upon the first ex 
tension of the period of extended active duty.) 

b. Reserve officers to be relieved from ex 
tended active duty of over 30 days, as dis 
tinguished from Reserve officers on such ex 
tended active duty whose tours are extended 
without interruption for an additional period 
or periods in excess of 30 days, will be given 
terminal physical examinations conducted by 
a board and of the seope provided for the 
final examination in paragraph 4b above, im 
mediately prior to departing on terminal leave 
of absence, if granted, or immediately prior 
to departing for their homes if terminal leave 
has not been granted, If terminal leave is 
granted, the officer will be advised in writing 
that in the event he believes himself to have 
incurred physical disqualification in line of 
duty during the period of terminal leave of 
absence, he should report at his own expense 
to the nearest facility for conducting a ter 
minal physical examination of the type here 
tofore deseribed, for a reexamination; that 
otherwise the terminal physical examination 
given prior to departure on terminal leave 
will be final and conclusive as to his physical 
condition upon completion of the period of 
extended active duty. (A Reserve officer on 
foreign service will be given the terminal

e. When the terminal physical examinatio 
discloses that a Reserve officer has a disability 


that may entitle him to the retirement pa 
benefits of Section V of the Act of 3 Apr 
1939, or if such disability becomes evider 


while he is on active duty, or if such acto 
requested by a Reserve officer on activ 
duty in excess of thirty days for a disabilit 
incurred subsequent to 3 April 1989, he wil 
he ordered to a general hospital for observa 
tion and treatment, line of duty being deter 
mined as provided by paragraph 2 e (3), AR 
25-3420. At the termination of the treatment 
in the general hospital the proceedings of 
Disposition Board will be forwarded to th

In any case in which the War Department 
determines that the Reserve officer has in- 
curred subsequent to 3 April 1939, a dis- 
ability in line of duty which materially in- 
terferes with his ability to perform satis- 
factorily in peace or war the duties of his 
office as prescribed by law or regulations or 
the customs of the service, he will be ordered 
before a duly constituted Army Retiring 
Board. The Adjutant General shall, upon re- 
ceipt of the proceedings of the Army Retir- 
ing Board, in the event the officer is found 
to have incurred permanent disability in line 
of duty, certify to the Administrator of Vet- 
erans’ Affairs: 

a. The name, grade, section and address of 
the officer; 

b. That the officer incurred permanent dis- 
ability rendering him unfit for further active 
nilitary service and that such disability was 
incurred in line of duty subsequent to 3 April 
1939 ; 

ce. The date the officer was called into active 
service and the period for which he was called, 
to include the date of the entry upon exten- 
sions of that period, if any;

f. Whether the officer is or is not on the 
date of certification undergoing hospitaliza- 
tion or treatment for the disability under the 
Act of 15 June 1936 (49 Stat.

5. Applications of Reserve officers on ex- 
tended active duty in excess of 30 days who 
incurred disability prior to 3 April 1939, or 
who are specifically excluded from the bene- 
fits of the Act of 3 April 1939, will be denied 
by the War Department on grounds that they 
are not entitled to the retirement pay benefits 
of the Act of 3 April 1939, and the Adminis- 
trator of Veterans’ Affairs will be advised of 
the action taken.

Admiral Mayo Honored 


The launching 15 Jan. of the new de- 
stroyer Mayo at the Quincy, Mass., plant 
of the Bethlehem Steel Company and the 
christening of her with that name by 
Mrs. C. G. Mayo, wife of Capt. C. G. 
Mayo (SC) USN, was a marked recogni- 
tion of the naval services of Admiral 
Henry Thomas Mayo, wartime com- 
mander in chief of the Atlantic Fleet, 
who died in Portsmouth, N. H., only three 
years ago, on 23 Feb, 1937. 

Captain Mayo, and a brother, Lt, Col. 
George Mayo, CE, USA, are the sons of 
the wartime commander in chief. 

The Mayo, DD 422, the first ship in the 
Navy to bear that name, had a contract 
cost of $5,232,500. She will displace an 
estimated 1,620 tons, will mount 5-inch 
guns. She was authorized under the Act 
of 27 March 1934, contract for her con- 
struction was signed with Bethlehem on 
30 Sept. 1937, her keel was laid 16 May 
1938 and she is due for completion on 30 
May 1940. 

Admiral Mayo is also remembered for 
his action after the war in protesting 
failure to decorate members of his staff 
and the staffs of component parts of the 
fleet, who, he declared, were as much re- 
sponsible for the Navy’s brilliant record 
as the commanders of vessels and units 
whose deeds were much more con- 
spicuous. 

Admiral Mayo was born in Burlington, 
Vt., 8 Dec. 1856 and was graduated from 
the Naval Academy in 1876. During the 
Spanish American War he served on the 
Pacific Coast on the USS Bennington, In 
1913 he was promoted to rear admiral 
and placed in command of the 4th Divi- 
sion, Atlantic Fleet. He participated in 
the attack on and capture of Vera Cruz, 
Mexico, and while in command of the 
vessels at Tampico, Mexico, he demanded 
an apology from the Mexican commander 
and the firing of a salute of 21 guns to 
the American flag in amends for the un- 
warranted arrest of the officer and crew 
of a boat from the USS Dolphin while on 
duty at a wharf in that harbor on 9 April 
1914. 

On 10 June 1915 Admiral Mayo was 
designated as vice admiral and second in 
command of the Atlantic Fleet. @n 19 
June 1916 he was appointed commander 
in chief of the Atlantic Fleet with rank 
of admiral, and continued in command 
of all United States vessels in Atlantic 
and European waters during the World 
War. 

He represented the United States at a 
naval conference of Allied nations in 
London in September 1917, and in 1918 
made an inspection trip to all United 
States naval activities in Great Britain, 
France and Italy. 

He was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Medal “For exceptionally meritor- 
ious service in a duty of great responsi- 
bility as commander in chief of the At- 
lantic Fleet in connection with the or- 
ganization, training and maintaining of 
the fleet in a condition for war.” He was 
also awarded the Grand Officer of the 
Legion of Honor by France and Grand 
Cordon of the Rising Sun by Japan. 

Admiral 
tirement age of 64 on 8 Dee. 1920 but was 
continued on active duty as a senior mem- 
ber of the General Board until 28 Feb. 
1921 when at his own request he was re- 
leased from further active duty. Upon 
bis retirement, Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels wrote: “In your well earned re- 
tirement, after a long and distinguished 
career in the Navy, you have gained the 
wealth of the confidence of your coun- 
trymen and the esteem of your associates 
and the lasting regard of those of us who 
have had the opportunity of properly ap- 
praising your great service in the years 
of the Navy’s greatest usefulness.” 

Admiral Mayo was appointed governor 
of the Philadelphia Naval Home on 11 
Aug. 1924 and served until August 1928. 
He was commissioned admiral on the re- 
tired list in accordance with the Act of 
Congress passed 21 June 1930. Besides 
his World War decorations, Admiral 
Mayo held the Spanish Campaign Medal, 
Mexican Service Medal and Victory 
Medal.

Mr. Compton Takes Oath 

Lewis Compton yesterday was sworn 
in as Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
succeeding Charles Edison, now the Sec- 
retary and an onlooker at the ceremonies. 
The oath of office was administered by 
Rear Admiral Woodson, Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy. Present were Ad- 
miral H. R. Stark, chief of operations, and 
other ranking navy officers and officials. 

In taking the oath, Mr. Compton 
stated that he considers his new posi- 
tion “an opportunity and a challenge to 
do my utmost to insure that this fine per- 
sonnel gets the maximum in material for 
each dollar appropriated for the defense 
of the Navy’s sea frontiers.” 

Following the ceremonies the <As- 
sistant Secretary told newspapermen that 
he is satisfied with the shipbuilding pro- 
gram, that changes might be made as 
conditions require, but that no changes 
are now contemplated. 

He stated that the Navy has been asked 
by the State Department to draw up a list 
of surplus materials for export to neutral 
nations.

Supplemental Appropriations 

Congress late this week passed and 
sent to the President the supplemental 
military appropriation bill providing 
funds for expansion of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard under the 
national emergency executive orders, 
The bill, as presented to the President, 
totals $252,340,776, which is $19,658,757 
below budget estimates, 

The conferees on the measure agreed 
to the Senate imposed reduction from 
$18,000,000 to $15,000,000 in the fund for 
field training and on the $1,000,000 re- 
duction effected by the Senate in Army 
Transportation funds. The Senate agreed 
to appropriate $200,000 for the acquisi- 
tion of land in Puerto Rico for the estab- 
lishment of a general depot. The con- 
ferees split the difference between $10,- 
000,000 as proposed by the House and $9,- 
500,000 as proposed by the Senate for bar- 
racks and quarters, $9,750,000 being the 
figure finally agreed upon. 

The Senate conferees persuaded the 
llouse conferees to accept the Senate fig- 
ure of $18,363,000 for the Bureau of Engi- 
neering of the Navy instead of the $18,- 
818,000 figure approved by the House, A 
Bureau of Construction and Repair re- 
duction by the Senate from $15,514,000 to 
$14,969,000 was also agreeable to the 
Hlouse. A Bureau of Ordnance cut, from 
$31,060,000 to $30,260,000, proposed by 
the Senate, was also agreed to. The Navy 
Bureau of Aeronautics also sustained a 
cut in final passage when House conferees 
agreed to a reduction from $34,736,000 to 
$28,661,000 in Aeronautics funds, 

In Coast Guard appropriations, very 
minor Senate cuts were approved by the 
Ilouse conferees. These cuts were merely 
in funds for the pay and equipment of 
additional men recruited undef the ex- 
pansion executive order. The Coast 
(juard did not recruit up as fast as an- 
ticipated and agreed that the funds 
would not be necessary. 

The conferees agreed to a Senate 
amendment permitting the War Depart- 
ment, in connection with Field Exercises, 
to make advance payments for the rental 
of land or the purchase of options to rent 
land and to another amendment permit- 
ting Col. Vhilip BB. Fleming to hold the 
oflice of Administrator of the Wage and 
Hour Division of the Department of 
Labor.

First Cavalry Division 


It. Sam Houston, Tex.—After complet- 
ing the Winter phase of their intensive 
training program, units of the First Cav- 
alry Division and Second Division are 
now in the process of clearing the way 
toward other and more important train- 
ing.

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Reenlistment Allowance Appeal 

The Department of Justice, through its 
solicitor general Mr. Francis Biddle, this 
week asked the Supreme Court of the 
United States to review the decision of 
the Court of Claims which upheld the 
right of enlisted men of the armed ser- 
yices to payment of the reenlistment al- 
lowances for the fiscal years 1958 and 
1939. 

The Court of Claims, in the case of 
Emmett F. Dickerson, a private in the 
headquarters company, Washington, 
p. C., held that the allowance was pay 
able for the year 1989 inasmuch as the 
law as enacted for that year merely 
stated that “no part of any appropria 
tion” for that year was available for the 
purpose. Previous to 1988 the law had 
stated that the basic act authorizing the 
reenlistment allowance was “suspended” 
for the year. 

The Department of Justice, in seeking 
review of the case, pointed out that there 
are more than 100,000 enlisted men of 
the armed services who would be eligible 
for the allowances if the Court of Claims 
decision is upheld. 

If the Supreme Court grants the peti 
tion of the Department of Justice, it will 
mean that the Court of Claims will have 
to forward the record of the case for re 
view. If that should occur the Supreme 
Court would then reconsider the case on 
the evidence originally submitted to the 
lower court, 

In its brief to the Supreme Court, the 
Department of Justice stated: 

Specification Of Errors To Be Urged 

“The Court of Claims erred, 

“1. In holding that an enlisted man reen 
listing in the Army during the fiscal year 
ending 30 June 1939, and complying with the 
terms of Section 9 of the Act of 10 June 1922, 


is entitled to recover a reenlistment allow 
ance. 

"2. In failing to hold that Section 402 of 
Public Resolution No. 122 of 21 June 1988, 


suspends the payment of any reenlistment al 
lowance which might be otherwise payable 
under Sections 9 and 10 of the Act of 10 June 
1922, to a man reenlisting in the military or 
other uniformed of the United States 
during the fiscal year ending 30 June 1939, 

‘$8. In holding that the purpose and effect 
of Section 402 of Public Resolution No. 122

New Construction at Parris 
Island 


With the announcement by the public 
works oflicer that Parris Island’s new re- 
cruit barracks would be occupied by 5 
March, personnel of the Marine Corps 
station and recruit depot prepared this 
week to open the first large-scale perma- 
nent barracks that have been erected 
there since the World War. 

Under construction for many months, 
the block-long unit is comprised of three 
brick subdivisions, each of which, it is 
estimated, will house 250 men. Taken in 
conjunction with the Rifle Range Bar- 
racks, now completed and in use by per- 
sonnel of the Range Detachment, this ad- 
dition to the station’s facilities will allow 
over a thousand enlisted men permanent 
quarters. Following modern trends of 
thought for all institutional buildings 
and barracks, designers have supplied the 
Parris Island structures with facilities 
which former generations in the Marine 
Corps would have deemed luxurious, such 
as the special space allotted to pressing 
and ironing by individuals, and the hand- 
somely tiled showers and heads. Cuare- 
fully planned external landscaping will 
complete the project. 

At the same time, the semipermanent 
barracks tentatively assigned to one De- 
fense Battalion are also rising rapidly, 
und are expected to be in use even sooner 
than 5 March. Pending their completion, 
troops of the Third Defense Battalion’s 
Parris Island echelon are living under 
canvas in a camp adjoining that occupied 
by recruits of the old “Kast Wing.” At 
Camp MeDougal, the island artillery- 
range now in use by the bulk of the Third 
Battalion, a new mess-hall has been com- 
pleted and opened for service, and con- 
tractors estimate that the temporary bar- 
racks under construction nearby’ will 
soon be available. 


Colombian Marine Officer Here 

Capt. Carlos A. Palacio, Captain-Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps of Colom- 
bia, is at present stationed at the Marine 
Barracks, Parris Island, 8. C., for an in- 
definite period during his tour of in- 
structional duty in this country under 
the aegis of the U. S. Marine Corps. 

‘Since the Colombian Marine Corps is 
in the process of a major expansion and 
virtual re-creation, Captain Palacio is 
greatly interested in the methods of re- 
cruit-training which have been found 
successful in the Marine Corps. He will 
also observe in detail the operations of 
the leet Marine Force and other activi- 
ties of the Corps during his year in the 
United States. 

Known in Colombia as the Infanteria 
Marina, Captain Palacio’s corps will be 
patterned almost entirely upon the 
United States organization. As it ex- 
pands in size, it is anticipated that its 








| commandant will gain rank commensur- 


ate with his command. 

When Captain Palacio was ordered to 
the United States, it was remarked in 
official circles that this was the first inter- 
American military training assignment 
which the Marine Corps has undertaken 
in recent years. Although the Corps 
trained and equipped the Nicaraguan 
Guardia Nacional as well as that of Santo 
Domingo, and the highly successful Garde 
d'Haiti, it has been the policy recently to 
ussign such missions to the Army, which 
now maintains military missions or ad- 
visers in the Argentine, Brazil, Chile, and 
even in Nicaragua and Haiti, where the 
Marine Corps is still remembered and 
emulated,

The Army and Navy YMCA now operates 
at 40 points, has large capital investments, 
and is expending for operation of its branches 
approximately one million dollars a year.

Naval Reserve Division Wins 

The 4th Division, U. S. Naval Reserve, 
12th Naval District, Oakland, Calif., ob- 
tained the highest graded merit (100,000) 
of the 137 divisions which fired Naval Re- 
serve battle practice during the year 
1930-40.

Increase in Marine WO 

In reporting the bill authorizing an in- 
crease in the number of warrant officers 
in the Marine Corps from 142 to 218, the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee stated: 

“The purpose of the bill is to permit of 
a needed increase to meet present require- 
ments for additional warrant oflicers in 
the Marine Corps. 

“The number of warrant officers au- 
thorized by present law for the Marine 
Corps is 146, which includes 4 additional 
numbers who will not be replaced when 


they leave the active list, leaving the 
permanent authorized number at 142. Of 


these, 50 are chief marine gunners and 
marine gunners, 50 are chief quarter- 
master clerks and quartermaster clerks, 
and 42 are chief pay clerks and pay 
clerks. These numbers were fixed during 
the World War period, over 20 years ago. 
Since that time, the marked developments 
in such specialties as aviation and anti- 
aircraft defense, radio communication, 
tanks, motor transport, and the like, have 
emphasized the need of a more adequate 
warrant personnel in the Marine Corps, 
comparable to that possessed by the Navy, 





to occupy positions of responsibility 
calling for extensive special technica} 
knowledge and training.” 

As originally written, the bill would 
have left the fixing of the exact number 
of warrant officers in the Marine Corps 
to the President. The committee, how. 
ever, eliminated the Presidental author. 
ity, declaring. “The committee is of the 
opinion that the total number of warrant 
and commissioned officers in the Marine 
Corps should be limited and recommends 
the adoption of the amendment which 
limits the total number of warrant offi- 
cers to 218.”

Following the first part of the problem, 
there will be a short liberty and recrea-.

Coast Guard Anniversary Stamp 

Postmaster General James A. Farley, 
in a letter to the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury, this week expressed regret that the 
already overcrowded commemorative 
stamp schedule of the Post Office De 
partment makes it impossible to issue a 
special stamp in honor of the sesquicen 
tennial of the founding of the Coast 
Guard. Mr. Farley's letter is as follows: 

I have your letter under date of 18 January, 
renewing attention to the Sesquicentennial 
anniversary of the establishment of the 
Revenue Marine, which later developed into 
the present United States Coast Guard, on be 
half of which request had been filed early 
last year for a commemorative postage stamp 

From the viewpoint of the enviable record 
for public service justly accorded the Coast 
Guard Service, a special issue of postage 
stamps to commemorate the forthcoming an- 
niversary could be well justified and it would 
please me greatly to be in a position to 
authorize the desired stamp. 

Unfortunately, we are confronted with an 
unusually heavy stamp program for the cur- 
rent year as the result of the approval of the 
long contemplated “Ileroes of Peace” series, 
embodying altogether 35 separate stamps. Be 
yond this, provision can be made for only a 
very limited number of stamps coming with- 
in the category of commemorative issues, 

I see no opportunity, under the prevailing 
circumstances, for the Inclusion of a stamp 


for the Coast Guard anniversary in our 
already over-burdened schedule for 1940. 
Academy Boxing 
In the first meet of the season, the

Meterological Patrol 

The cutters Duane and Bibb are now 
arriving on station between Bermuda and 
the Azores to inaugurate a_ floating 
weather bureau service for surface craft 
and clipper ships plying between the 
United States and Europe. The new ser- 
vice was authorized by lresident Roose 
velt as a result of the European war. 

Besides their usual complement, the 
cutters carry three Weather Bureau 
meterologists and observers. The cutters 
Hamilton, Ingham, Spancer and Camp 
bell will also assist in the work, for it is 
expected the observations will be carried 
out in reliefs of about one month. 

Icvery six hours, the vessels will radio 
weather information ta the Coast Guard 
radio station at Ft. Hunt, Va. The in- 
formation will be based on weather ob 
servation taken every three hours, upon 
pilot balloon observations of the upper 











air taken every six hours and upon 
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hourly data compiled on the cutters, 
Other ships at sea will also transmit 
weather information to the cutters for 
relay to the continent. Radiosonde ob- 
servation up to 50,000 feet will be made 
each morning. 

It is expected that the new patrol will 
be of great service to pilots and mariners, 
due to the fact that the war has virtu- 
ally dried up all sources of European 
weather reports, The idea is not new and 
has been under discussion for several 
years. As a matter of fact, the French 
had a vessel, the Carimare, stationed 
west of the Azores at approximately the 
same position now occupied by the Coast 
Guard vessels. However, when the war 
began the vessel was withdrawn. 


In light of the fact that the amount 
of meterological equipment is limited, 


there will be some delay occasioned by the 
necessity to transfer material from the 
vessel coming off patrol to the one going 
on. The Duane is commanded by Comdr, 
John H. Cornell, with Lt. Comdr, C. KE, 
Guisness as executive officer. The Bibb is 
commanded by Comdr. Henry Ceyle, and 
Lt. Comdr. C. W. Harwood is executive 
ollicer.

ALTHOUGH REMEMBERING the “forgotten man” in many acts of beneficial 
legislation Congress continues to forget the “forgotten woman”—the regular service 
widow. The benign light of the Social Security Act does not shed its rays on per- 
sonnel whose income has been derived solely from service in the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, or Coast Guard. Widows and dependent children of civilians engaged in em- 
ployment covered by that act can draw incomes totaling three and almost four times 
the basic $22 a month given to the widow of a peace-time officer or enlisted man of 
the regular services. Furthermore, in the case of the civilian the pension is payable 
as a right no matter what the circumstances of the death of the principal, while in 
the case of service personnel the pension is payable only if death can be traced to his 
service. This ostracization from the benefits of the Social Security Act applies to 
all government employees whose entire income has been derived from Uncle Sam. 
However, government employees other than those in the Regular defense forces are 
covered by the Employees Compensation Act which also is more liberal to widows and 
dependent families than is the peace time pensions accorded to the regulars. Under 
this latter Act bereft dependents of enrolees of the Civilian Conservation Corps can 
draw incomes appreciably in excess of those given widows of regular service officers 
and enlisted men. The Employees’ Compensation Act also covers dependents of Na-

tional Guard personnel on active Federal service and of Reserve officers on active | 


duty or on inactive training status. Surely it can not be the intent of Congress to 
neglect so shamefully the heroic relicts of the armed forces, women whose lives have 
been devoted to their country, whose homes are made lonely by long absences of 
their husbands training at sea and in the field, whose married careers are long 
sagas of household movings from post to post, abroad and at home, and who live 
in the constant knowledge that their loved ones will be the first to face the enemy in a 
national emergency. An increase in the service pension rates would be an act of 
justice in which Congress could derive genuine pride. 


ONE ITEM IN THE INDEPENDENT OFFICES Appropriation bill which seems 
now to be safe from further attack, is that providing for the maintenance and op- 
eration of air navigation facilities. Against the judgment of the powerful Appro- 
priations Committee, the Senate restored an additional million dollars to be ex- 
pended in manning and caring for the safety devices which have been, or are being 
installed, on the airways of the country. These devices are used not only for the 
protection of travelers on the air lines, and private and commercial planes, but for 
crews of the planes of the Army, the Navy, the Marine Corps and Coast Guard. A 
sample week of January 6 last disclosed that a total of 17,470 aircraft movements 
were controlled, which would make the total for the year around 900,000. Of the 
movements of the sample week, 5,769, or 33%, were of Army and National Guard 
planes, and 672, or 3.8% of the Navy and Marine Corps planes. Estimated on a yearly 
basis, the movements of military and naval planes would total approximately 335,000. 
In view of this large use of the air lanes and their facilities, the matter of safety 
devices becomes of first importance both for the Services as well as civilian pilots 
and the passengers their planes transport. It seems absurd for the Federal Govern- 
ment to buy and install safety devices, which, for instance, would have saved the lives 
of the Army fliers flying the mails some years ago, and yet refuse to make provision 
for the personnel needed to care for and operate them. There are 30,000 civilian 
pilots qualified as fliers. These young men, as well as the professionals of the Services, 
are entitled to all the protection the Government can give them, not only because of 
their present worth, but their value should they be called upon to defend the Nation 
against attack. It is for the general good that particular attention is being paid to 
safety devices, and the Air Services will welcome adequate appropriations for their 
care and operation as well as for their development.

J. W. R.—The enlistment allowance 
for the fiseal years 1988 and 1939 will not 
be paid in a lump sum. Men are entitled 
to the allowance only because the Court 
of Claims interpreted the law to state 
that they were. The Justice Department 
is now going to appeal that decision by 
filing on 7 Feb. a writ of certiorari with 
the Supreme Court. If the highest court 
reverses the Court of Claims there will 
be no payment. If it upholds the Court 
of Claims, the General Accounting Office 
must pay the one man who filed the suit. 
As to others entitled to enlistment 
bonus’, it may pay or compel them to file 
their own suits in the Court of Claims. 
This is something that will not be settled 
until after the Supreme Court Acts.

Naval Selection Law 

One of the most controversial pieces of 
Naval legislation, the bill carrying amend- 
ments to the Navy Line Selection Act of 
1938, still lies locked in conference be- 
tween the House and Senate Naval Affairs 
Committees and all indications point to 
the conclusion that no one in a position 
to do anything about it is actively pres- 
sing for a successful conference. 

Since passage of the measure by the 
Senate, three or four conferences have 
been held between House and Senate 
conferees with no result. Senator David 
I. Walsh, Chairman of the Senate Naval 
Affairs Committee and senior conferee 
has been waging an unsuccessful fight to 
have Brig. Gen. James J. Meade, USMC, 
restored to active duty by a retroactive 
amendment that would eliminate from 
the basic law the provision under which 
General Meade was retired. 

The Ilouse conferees have refused to 
permit the restoration of General Meade. 
Senator Walsh said late this week that 
he expects another conference to be held 
but left the impression that it will not 
be in the immediate future. Representa- 
tive Melvin Maas, a member of the House 
conferees, last week attempted to bring 
the conferees together by means of in- 
formal conferences with Senator Walsh 
and Representative Carl Vinson, Chair- 
man of the Ilouse Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee and senior House conferee. Tis ef- 
forts were fruitless, however, as Senator 
Walsh evidenced no interest in an imme- 
diate meeting and Representative Vinson 
assumed the position that the next move 
is entirely up to Senator Walsh. 

Senator Walsh said this week that the 
Navy is not pressing for action on the 
measure due to the fact that there are a 
number of amendments that are unac- 
ceptable to the Department. As originally 
introduced early in the Ist Session of the 
7ith Congress, the amending legislation 
was sponsored by the Navy Department 
and was very limited in scope. However, 
in passage through the lLlouse and Senate, 
a number of other amendments were 
added, both in committee and from the 


floor. It is certain that if a successful 
conference is held and the legislation 
fnaly enacted there will be several 


amendments included to which the Navy 
Department is in opposition. In this 
event the Navy would probably ask the 
President to veto the measure, thereby 
losing the acceptable features of the bill. 

As the bill is in conference, the amend- 
ments are as follows: 

The first amendment deals with the 
composition of selection boards and pro- 
vides that there need be only three rear 
admirals and six captains on the active 
list of the Navy on boards to select offi- 
crs for promotion to commander. Pres 
ent law requires that all nine members 
be rear admirals. The Navy sponsored 
this amendment on the grounds that it is 
difficult to assemble nine rear admirals 
for such a board, This amendment is not 
in controversy. 

The second amendment, not sponsored 
by the Navy Department and inserted by 
the House Naval Affairs Committee, 
would preclude the Commander in Chief 
of the United States Fleet from sitting on 
selection boards. The Senate eliminated 
this amendment and the House conferees 
are ugreeable. It was inserted because 
members of the House Naval Affairs Com- 
hittee felt that the presence of the Com- 
Mander in Chief of the Fleet on a board 
might unduly influence the decision of 
other members. 

The third amendment, not in disagree- 
Ment, would permit the submission of the 
hames of officers who are not physically 
qualified to the selection board. Present 
4w prohibits the submission of such 
hames, In asking the amendment, the 
Navy Department cited the fact that 
there are numerous physical ailments 
that are temporary or correctable and 
Should not bar the submission of a candi- 
date’s name to the board. 

The fourth amendment permits the 
Selection of oflicers who are or may be- 
Come additional numbers in grade with- 
oUt including the number of such officers 
Selected in the total number permitted to 
be selected by the board. Officers in the 
€Xtra number group claim that under 
Present law, where they are counted in 
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the total number, they are being discrimi- 
nated against in favor of line officers. 
The Navy Department sponsors this 
amendment and it is not in disagree- 
ment. 

The fifth amendment provides that 
“officers who are or may become on pro- 
motion additional numbers in grade may 
be recommended for retention in addi- 
tion to the number equal to the percentage 
furnished to the board by the Secretary 
of the Navy irrespective of whether such 
officers were adjudged fitted for promo- 
tion by that board or by a previous board 
or boards.” This is a Senate amendment 
and is not in disagreement. 

The sixth amendment has two versions. 
As passed by the House, AE DO and EDO 
officers would be selected only with them- 
selves and directs the selection of such 
officers only on a basis of fitness for pro- 
motion rather than on a competitive 
basis. The Navy opposed this version on 
the grounds that it provides preferential 
treatment for AEDO and EDO oflicers, 

The Department also objected on the 
grounds that such oflicers are eligible 
for command and administrative duties 
ashore and should be evaluated on the 
qualifications for such duties in addition 
to their specialties. 

The Senate accepted the Navy’s view 
and struck out the wording of the House 
(the amendment was adopted on the floor 
of the House over the opposition of Chair 
man Vinson of the House Naval Commit- 
tee) and substituted the following lan 
guage, which is acceptable to the con 
ferees, “The recommendations of selection 
boards in the case of officers who are or 
may hereafter be assigned to engineering 
duty only or aeronautical engineering 
duty only shall be based on their com- 
parative fitness for the duties prescribed 
for them by law. Upon promotion they 
shall be carried as additional numbers in 
grades. Officers assigned to aeronautical 
enginecring duty only shall succeed to 
command on shore only when designated 
to do so by the Secretary of the Navy.” 
The Navy recommended the latter word 
ing. 

The seventh amendment provides that 
all recommendations of a line selection 
board be concurred in by two-thirds of 
the membership of the board. This is 
not in disagreement and is favored by the 
Navy Department. 

The eighth amendment, added on the 
floor of the House, provides that boards 
state the reason for selection or non 
selection of an officer. This is opposed by 
the Navy Department, the Senate struck 
it from the bill and the Ilouse conferees 
are agreeable, 

The ninth amendment provides that all 
commanders, retired under the law, re 
ceive the pay of a commander with 25 
years of service regardless of whether or 
not they have such service. Also, such 
passed over commanders may request re 
tirement immediately after the President 
has approved the findings of the board. 
This is not in disagreement. 

The tenth amendment is merely a clari 
fying amendment and is not in disagree 
ment. 

The eleventh amendment, one desired 
very much by the Navy Department and 
unopposed by either house, would give to 
officers adjudged fitted for promotion and 
placed on the retired list with the next 
higher grade the pay of that grade, This 
was one of the basic amendments asked 
by the Navy Department. 

The twelfth amendment, which was 
placed in the bill by the House and is op 
posed by the Navy Department, provides 
for the retention of all officers adjudged 
fitted between passage of the bill and 
June 30, 1944, on the same basis that of 
ficers adjudged fitted and designated for 
retention are retained. Representative 
Maas sponsored this amendment and has 
made a bitter fight for its inclusion in its 
final draft. 

The thirteenth amendment, sponsored 
by the Navy Department and unopposed, 
merely rewrites subsection K of section 
12 for clarification and also permits the 
advancement of lieutenants with World 
War service to be retired with the rank 
of lieutenant commander, no matter what 
provision of law they are retired under. 
At present, World War lieutenants retired 
for physical disability are denied the 





higher rank, while officers retiring for 
failure of selection received the higher 
grade. There is no disagreement on this 
amendment. 

The fourteenth amendment, passed by 
the House and deleted by the Senate, ex- 
tends the retirement ages of the Chief 
of Naval Operations and Commander in 
Chief of the Fleet to 66 years and pro- 
vides that they shall retain the rank of 
admiral with the pay of a rear admiral 
and the personal money allowance of an 
admiral. The House is agreeable to the 
Senate action. 

The fifteenth amendment, which is a re- 
write of the above Senate-climinated 
amendment, provides that “Any officer 
who has heretofore been retired or who 
hereafter may be retired while serving in 
the grade or with the rank of admiral or 
vice admiral on the active list or who 
has heretofore been retired or may here- 
after be retired while serving in a lower 
grade or rank after having served in the 
grade or with the rank of admiral or vice 
admiral on the active list, may, in the 
discretion of the President, be retired in 
the highest grade or with the highest 
rank held by him on the active list.” This 
is approved by the Navy Department and 
agreed to by the House, 

The seventeenth amendment reduces 
from seven to two years the period under 
which a newly commissioned officer of the 
Navy is serving under a revocable com- 


mission. This is a Navy Department 
sponsored amendment and is not in dis- 
agreement, 


The eighteenth amendment would in- 
crease from eight to nine the number of 
vacancies required in the grade of ad- 
miral annually. This was sponsored in 
the House by Representative Maas, in 
the face of Navy Department opposition, 
and was deleted by the Senate. It is in 
disagreement and Mr. Maas is still mak- 
ing a fight over it in conference, He as- 
serts that the figure eight is too low and 


does not insure foreed attrition in the 
grade of admiral. He states that if the 


selection system is to succeed there must 
be a “whip” over officers in the grade of 
admiral and believes that an inerease in 
the attrition demanded is the answer. 

The nineteenth amendment would pro- 
hibit the counting of service as a com- 
missioned warrant officer, temporary com- 
mission, Reserve Officer, ete., in comput- 
ing time toward retirement under the 
basic law. This was inserted by the 
Ilouse, sponsored by Mr. Maas, and de 
leted by the Senate in reporting the bill. 
Mr. Maas is still opposed to the elimina- 
tion. It is opposed by the Navy Depart- 
ment, 

The twentieth amendment, sponsored 
by Mr. Maas and opposed by the Navy 
Department, and deleted by the Senate, 
provides that a board of five rear admirals 
each year shall review the rear admirals 
of the Navy who have completed at least 
26 and not more than 38 years of service 
to determine whether or not they shall 
be retained. Mr. Maas is not making a 
strenuous fight on this amendment but 
would like to see it enacted. 

The twenty-first, and most highly con- 
troversial amendment, would retroac 
tively repeal the forced attrition clause 
of the basic 1988 act regarding general 
officers of the Marine Corps. This was 
the provision under which General 
Meade was retired. The House conferees 
are adamant in opposition but Senator 
Walsh is making a fight for his restora- 
tion. 

The twenty-second amendment directs 
the study of the staff corps promotion 
system. The amendment is not in dispute 
and the Navy is now preparing a report 
for Congress on this subject.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The character of the relations of the United States with Russia, 
as of those it maintains with Japan, necessarily has an influential bearing upon the 
entire world situation. Therefore, the question of what this Government will do 
about relief for Finland and the continuance of diplomatic relations with the Krem- 
lin, and the exchanges of warnings relative to China by representatives of the 
Washington and Tokyo Governments, and of insults by their respective legislators, 
have an international importance, which is fully recognized in belligerent and neutral 
capitals. 

When the bill making appropriations for the support of the State Department 
came before the House of Representatives, this week, there was prolonged discussion 
of three proposals to strike out any moneys for an Ambassador and his staff at 
Moscow. The attack was based upon the breach of the promise of the Soviet Union 
not to countenance communistic activity in the United States; the passport forgery 
which resulted in the conviction of Earl Browder, the American communist leader ; 
the indictment of communists for violation of the Propaganda Registration Act; the 
indictment of residents of Detroit for operating with funds furnished by the Soviet 
Union in connection with the enlistment of men for the Madrid Government, the failure 
of Russia to pay her World War debt while Finland has been doing so, etc. The first 
proposal to strike out funds for an Ambassador to Soviet Russia was defeated by the 
narrow margin of three votes. Aroused over the prospect that the House would move 
to force a break of relations with Russia, and, thereby, repudiate the President, the 
Administration applied pressure to the democratic majority so that the appropriation 
for the Embassy finally was sustained by a large majority. 

But the proceeding furnished strong evidence that the lower branch of Congress, 
already enthusiastically back of the Dies Committee, which has been exposing com- 
munistic activity, is doubtful of, if not hostile to continuing relations with the Soviets, 
and is earnestly sympathetic to Finland. In the Senate the pressure to help Finland 
is becoming so demanding that the Foreign Relations Committee has been forced 
to report a bill, which will increase the revolving fund of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation by $100 millions, $20 millions of which will be advanced to the Helsinki 
Government. A protest against Government loans to Finland has been made by the 
Soviet Ambassador. In supporting Finnish resistance, we are acting parallel with 
Great Britain and France, which, however, are supplying planes and munitions 
against our grant of funds for the purchase of food. 

So far as Japan is concerned, the new Government headed by Admiral Yonai is 
announcing that it is anticipating trade difficulties with the United States, and is 
considering the abrogation of the Nine Power Treaty. “I do not want to regard the 
American attitude with ill feeling,” Yonai told the Japanese Diet, “but I will recon- 
sider if the United States continues its oppression and interference with Japan.” 
These expressions will have no influence upon the policy of the Roosevelt Adminis- 
tration, which will not depart from its insistence upon respect for the rights and 
interests of Americans in China, and, moreover, wants to continue to supply the 
Chiang-Kai-Shek Government with moneys ostensibly for relief purposes. When Con- 
gress expands the lending power of the RFC, that Government will be made a further 
advance of $20 millions. There is no doubt this will be offensive to the Army con- 
‘trolled government in Tokyo. The mere denunciation of the Nine Power Treaty by 
Japan will not affect the rights it recognizes, and we will uphold them as in the past. 
In so doing, we will have the support of Great Britain and France. In fact, those 
Allies are relying upon us to protect their interests in the Far East, since such in- 
terests are identical with our own, 

It is the present plan of the Administration to continue diplomatic relations with 
the Soviet Union, although Secretary Hull agrees that it is not living up to the obliga- 
tions it assumed when we granted it recognition. To induce it to do so, the State 
Department now is endeavoring to have it terminate its communistie activities in this 
country. Of greater importance, however, is the view that relations should be main- 
tained in order that a channel for peace may be kept open. The President is hopeful 
of an opportunity within the next few weeks, which will enable steps to bring about 
a conference of the European belligerents. He will discuss this matter with Ambas- 
sador Bullitt, who is flying from Paris to Washington. Few in the National Capital 
believe there is any prospect of peace, in spite of the fact that all the leaders of the 
fighting nations would like to avert the war of blood, which is expected to start 
within the next few weeks. In anticipation of it, net only has the tempo of military, 
naval and air preparations been increased, but there has been additional pressure 
/applied to the neutrals. There ended on Sunday the conference of the Balkan Entente. 
At that conference pressure was applied by the Allies to induce a declaration of sup- 
port and also by Germany for the same purpose. However, the States decided to main 
tain their loose understanding for another seven years and to continue their neutral 
policies, but they would not go so far as to agree to unite against aggression. As a 
result, each will conduct its affairs independently, a policy that Premier Chamberlain 
says meets with British approval, but which would seem to be more satisfactory 
to Berlin. 











Naval Reserve Register—A new register of officers, warrant officers and cadets of 
the Naval Reserve is just off the presses in Washington. Dated 1 July 1989, the 
register is the first to be printed since 1935. The register contains the names of the 
officers in the Bureau of Navigation who are connected with Reserve activities. In 
the Organized and Volunteer Reserve (General Service) are listed 1 rear admiral, 13 
captains, 22 commanders, 357 lieutenant commanders, 522 lieutenants, 430 lieutenants 
(junior grade), 1,703 ensigns, 775 ensigns (former aviation cadets), 267 aviation 
cadets and 12 probationary ensigns. In the Medical Corps are 2 captains, 14 com- 
manders, 68 lieutenant commanders, 137 lieutenants, and 202 lieutenants (junior 
grade). In the Dental Corps are 7 lieutenant commanders, 41 lieutenants and 75 
lieutenants (junior grade). In the Supply Corps are 4 captains, 4 commanders, 39 
lieutenant commanders, 49 lieutenants, 23 lieutenants (junior grade), 125 ensigns, 21 
probationary ensigns. In the Chaplain Corps are 4 lieutenant commanders, 10 lieu- 
tenants and 16 lieutenants (junior grade). 

The Volunteer Reserve (Special Service) section are carried the names of 1 
captain, 6 commanders, 416 lieutenant commanders, 691 lieutenants, 534 lieutenants 
(junior grade), and 710 ensigns. In its Medical Corps are a captain, 23 commanders, 
590 lieutenant commanders, 329 lieutenants and 65 lieutenants (junior grade). In the 
Dental Corps are a commander, 102 lieutenant commanders, 85 lieutenants and 27 





lieutenants (junior grade). In the Supply Corps are 25 lieutenant commanders, 165 
lieutenants, 157 lieutenants (junior grade) and 153 ensigns. In the Chaplain Corps 
are 8 lieutenant commanders, 17 lieutenants and 7 lieutenants (jg). The Construe. 
tion Corps numbers 2 commanders, 15 lieutenant commanders, 14 lieutenants, 3 liey. 
tenants (jg) and 4 ensigns. In the Civil Engineer Corps are 86 lieutenant com. 
manders, 92 lieutenants, 158 lieutenants (jg) and 6 ensigns. Eighteen chief warrant 
officers and 25 warrant officers are listed in the register.

Navy Dental Corps—A competitive examination to select not more than twenty 
applicants for appointment in the Dental Corps of the Navy will be held 8 July at 
the Naval Medical School, Washington, D. C.; Naval Training Station, Great Lakes, 
Ill., and Naval Training Station, San Diego, Calif. A candidate for appointment in 
the Dental Corps must be a citizen of the United States, between 21 and 32 years of 
age at the time of appointment, and a graduate of a standard dental college. 

A circular which contains full information relative to the Dental Corps and de- 
seribes the method of making application for appointment can be obtained from the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, Navy Department, Washington, D. C. 


Health of the Army—In his review of the health of the Army, the Surgeon General 
of the Army reports that during the months of July, August, September 1939, the 
health of the Army was considerably better than it has been in the same period in the 
last five years. The general admission rate reached what will probably be its lowest 
point for the year in September. IHlowever, the admission rate for disease was lowest 
in July, 371, and the low general rate in September was due to a considerable redue- 
tion in the rate for injuries. The common respiratory diseases reached a low point 
in July and then began the ascent usually seen at this time of the year. The trend of 
the monthly rates for common respiratory diseases has conformed so far to the usual 
course, 

Pneumonia occurred with less frequency in July than is generally the case, but 
the upward trend ordinarily seen was well under way in September. The total number 
of cases of primary pneumonia reported in these three months was 43. Among these 
there were three deaths. In the first three months of the year there were 122 cases 
of primary pneumonia with 10 deaths. 

The incidence of malaria was about the same as last year and very much below 
the average for the same period during the five years 19234-1938. Of the 72 cases of 
malaria reported, 52 were in the Fourth Corps Area, 8 in the Eighth Corps Area. 

There was one case of typhoid fever reported in July from Edgewood Arsenal. 
The patient had had two months’ service: the third dose of typhoid prophylaxis was 
given on the 25th of May and the onset of the disease was 19 June. The source of 
the infection was not determined, This is the only case of typhoid fever reported in 
the United States so far this year. 

The venereal disease rate was slightly greater in July than it had been in June; 
it rose considerably in August, and dropped again in September. The number of 
cases reported in these three months was 961, The highest corps area rate during the 
three months was 50.2, Eighth Corps Area in August; the lowest rate, 3.7, was that 
for the First Corps Area in August. Twenty percent of the cases reported were 
syphilis. 

The highest corps area admission rate for injuries during the three months was 

212 per 1000, that for the Second Corps Area in August: the lowest, 61, that for the 
Fourth Corps Area in September. Injuries were responsible for 2214 percent of ad- 
missions to sick report during the period. 
Marines Over the Top—Joy reigns throughout the Marine Corps this week for It 
went over the top in its enlistments—reaching its authorized strength of 25,000 men 
on 3 Feb. This expansion, as a result of the President’s limited national emergency 
proclamation of 8 Sept. 1939, represents an increase of 6,723 men. The rapid increase 
was achieved by expanding the recruiting service throughout the country. More sta 
tions and men were maintained in this work than at any time during the past twenty 
years. 

With the goal having been attained, recruiting activities will be considerably 
reduced and will function only to keep the Corps up to its new strength. Adequate 
recruiting facilities will, however, still be maintained so as to be within easy reac 
of all parts of the country ; and in view of the large number of young men eager for 
enlistment, vacancies will be filled from lists of applicants maintained at each of the 
recruiting stations. 


Clean-Up at San Antonio—A program of renovation and rehabilitation of A™ 
equipment has been started at Ft. Sam Houston and at the San Antonio Arsenal 
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where the Work Projects Administration is overhauling and restoring supplies and 
equipment. At the San Antonio Arsenal a crew of WPA workers is rewarehousing 
and rehabilitating large quantities of ordnance material. Machine guns, automatic 
revolvers and other arms are being moved to restorage, while work provides for the 
rewarehousing of holsters, scabbards and other parts; and the restoring of horse- 
drawn equipment and accessories. Among the jobs handled at the arsenal by WPA 
workers are the cleaning, inspection, repair and repacking of 52,000 bayonet scab- 
pards; cleaning, repair, regreasing and repacking of 35,000 bayonets; inspection, 
deaning, repairing and repacking of 20,000 holsters for pistols and revolvers ; inspec- 
tion, Cleaning, oiling and repacking of 27,000 gun slings; remoyal of padding, re- 
puffing, painting and packing of 30,000 steel helmets. 

A general renovation program at Ft. Sam Ilouston includes the removal of rust 
and old paint from 4,200 hospital beds and repainting with aluminum paste and 
varnish. 


Bureau of Aeronautics—A newly developed water recovery unit to pick up ballast 
water from the sea has been tested on a flight of the non-rigid J-4. In hangar tests 
the unit pumped to an altitude of 140 feet at the rate of 5.46 gallons of fresh water 
aminute. In flight, at an altitude of 120 feet, the rate of recovery was 8.1 gallons a 
minute, and towing characteristics were very satisfactory. The new unit weighs less 
than 100 pounds—a reduction of 364 pounds from the previous experimental unit 
and it is far more convenient to handle and stow. When comprehensive tests are com- 
pleted the water recovery unit will be installed on the recently commissioned non- 
rigid K-2. 

The non-rigids G-1 and L-1, on a regularly scheduled training flight 20 Jan., 
distributed 500 pounds of feed to starving ducks on the inland waterways between 
Toms River and Atlantic City, N. J. The feed was furnished by the New Jersey Game 
Commission and was put up in five-pound paper bags. These were dropped on the 
ice near open water holes, and burst, scattering the feed. 

Selsyn wind equipment is now being installed on Building No. 33, at Seattle, 
Wash., Air Station. Dials, indirectly lighted, showing wind direction and velocity 
in knots, will be placed in the control tower, operations office and aerological office. 
A complete record of wind movement will be kept in the aerological office. The station 
has received radio sound equipment for installation in the aerological office. 

The control tower has been provided with aircraft radio equipment for traflic 
control, pending receipt of permanent equipment. Visiting pilots can contact Naval 
Air, Seattle, control tower on 6210 or 6970 kilocycles. The tower will answer on 6970 
kilocycles. 


Army Medical Department—Lt. Col. Charles B. Spruit, MC, in the plans and train 
ing division of the Office of the Surgeon General will discuss “The Medical Effort in 
War; Protective Mobilization Plan, 1989,” at the February meeting of officers in the 
Medical Department on duty in Washington and vicinity. The meeting will be held 
at 8 p.m., 19 Feb. in Sternberg Auditorium at the Army Medical Center, 


Naval Observatory—Capt. Julius F. Hellweg, USN-Ret., superintendent of the 
Naval Observatory, has stated that during the last week in February and the first 
week in March, the five brightest planets will be plainly visible in the western sky 
every evening, shortly after sunset. They will appear in the following order: Mer- 
cury will be closest to the horizon, next will be Jupiter, next Venus, then Saturn, and 
finally Mars. At the present time, Venus is below Jupiter. 
is nearer to the horizon. But due to their relative speeds, by the first of March Venus 
and Jupiter will have shifted their apparent places. These planets will extend across 
the sky and will all be contained within an are of about 50 degrees, 

Mercury will be at its greatest Eastern elongation on 28 Feb., but it will have 
disappeared due to its very close proximity to the sun so that it will be impossible to 
see it just after sunset, As long as it is visible, those who wish to see it should begin 
looking for it due west immediately after sunset and very near the horizon. 

For lovers of the stars the spectacle to be seen in the very near future will be 
unusually beautiful. In addition to the foregoing, the moon will be in her first quarter 
on 16 Feb., and we will have a full moon on the night of 23 Feb. 


General Officers as Corps Area Chiefs of Staff—The announcement this week of the 
detail of Brig. Gen. Irving J. Phillipson as Chief of Staff of the Second Corps Area 
may foreshadow the appointment of general officers as chiefs of staff for some of the 
more important Corps Areas. General Phillipson, who is now in command of the 
2d Infantry Brigade at Fort Ontario, New York, will assume his new duties at 
Governors Island, New York on 2 March. General Phillipson will succeed Col, Ulysses

The new Chief of Staff of the Second Corps Area is a native of Dowagiae, Mich., 
and a graduate of the United States Military Academy of the class of 1904. During 
the World War, General Phillipson served as Inspector of the 36th Division and later 
commanded, successively, the 142nd Infrantry and the 143d Infantry, He participated 
in the Meuse-Argonne Offensive, and was awarded the French Croix de Guerre with 
gilt star. He is an honor graduate of the School of the Line, a graduate of the General 
Staff School and the Army War College. He was on duty with the War Department 
General Staff in Washington from 1930 to 1935, and subsequently commanded the 
30th Infantry at the Presidio of San Francisco, He was promoted to brigadier general 
on 1 July 1938, and since that time has been in command of the 2d Infantry Brigade 
at Fort Ontario, New York. 


Construction of Cruisers—Opening date for bids for construction of two 10,000-ton 
light cruisers, the Cleveland and the Columbia, has been postponed again by the Navy 
Department. Originally scheduled for opening 31 Jan., the date of opening was ad 
vanced to 9 Feb. This week opening date was advanced to 16 Feb. 


Riis Staff’s Aide—The tour of duty of Gol. Kenneth juchanan, CAV-NGUS, who 
has been serving as aide-de-camp to the Chief of Staff, General George C. Marshall, 
USA, will terminate on 31 March. Colonel Buchanan, an officer of the Illinois National 
Guard, has been on duty as an additional member of the ee ee 
Staff. for nearly four years. Whether his teur of active duty will be extended or not 
is not known. 

Maj. Claude M. Adams, Inf., USA, will report to General Marshall's office about 
1 March. Whether or not he will continue as sole aide after the departure of Colonel 
Buchanan has not been announced. It is recalled that the last two Chiefs of Staff 
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always maintained at least two officers in their office. Major Adams, who served with 
General Marshall prior to his becoming Chief of Staff, has just completed the course 
at the Command and General Staff School and is now on a leave of absence, 


The Merchant Marine Reserve—That both the Navy and the Merchant Marine 
are at fault in their attempts to build a competent Merchant Marine Naval Reserve 
was intimated by Ens. Kenyon B. FitzGerald, USNR-Ret., in an article in this month's 
Naval Institute Proceedings titled “The Merchant Officer’s Place in the Naval 
World.” 

In his discussion of personnel Ensign FitzGerald says that the Navy is attempt- 
ing to make Naval officers out of merchant officers. That is a mistake, he holds, the 
Navy doesn’t want these officers for its gun turrets, its destroyers; it has specially 
trained officers in its Regular establishment and in other components of the Reserve 
for these billets. It does want officers for its Train—and a large portion of that Train 
will be the very ships those merchant officers now sail. 

Yor this, the author contends, they need a certain amount of Naval training— 
not too much, Recognition of the fact that these officers are valuable as is, must be 
forthcoming. He declares: “Of the deck officer it may be said that he is an expert 
navigator, a thoroughgoing practical seaman, and a not too bad stevedore, If recent 
controversy has served to cast any lingering doubt as to his navigational ability it 
should suflice to point out that, over a long period of years, involving many landfalls 
and departures, the merchant navigator gets her there. With respect to the engineer 
the same may be said. He too gets her there. Further examination shows that much 
the same thing applies all the way down the line: to the purser, the steward, the 
doctor, the radio operator, and in fact the whole crew. * * * The chief steward can 
feed the crew of a ship regardless of how numerous or how ornery they may be and 
without putting all hands in the hospital either. The doctor can ‘patch 'em up’ and 
the purser can ‘pay ’em off’ in anything from dollars Mex to chili beans and turn in 
an understandable account of the transaction besides. The radio operator can send 
and receive in the face of unbelievable conditions of static, traffic, bad weather, and 
what not. All of which are talents useful to the Navy.” 

Ensign FitzGerald suggests rearrangement of the correspondence course for Re- 
serve oflicers to make one portion of it, eliminating much extraneous matter, available 
to merchant officers only. 

The second obstacle, Ensign FitzGerald points out, is the fault of both the 
Navy and the Government’s Maritime Agencies in not giving due recognition to ship 
department heads. Can the Navy expect to get a radioman in the Reserves, when it 
offers at best a CPO rating to a man who would be required to give up his stateroom, 
his seat in the saloon and a large part of his salary to accept it? The chief steward 
of a large liner may supervise 70 per cent of the vessel’s complement. Is chief com- 
missary steward to be the rating of that important individual? 

Yet the Merchant Marine itself does not fittingly recognize these trained depart- 
ment heads. The various commissioned grades in the Reserve should be opened, the 
writer says, to those people in the merchant service who are suitable officer material, 
and this should be done without reference to the present status of these people on 
board their own ships. “The effect of this move, designed to embrace the purser, 
chief steward, doctor, radio operator and others, would be,” he says, “to force the 
merchant service to bestir itself to the extent of recognizing its own officers,” 


Signal Corps Training Films—Reports of the increased use of training films and 
of their value as training aids has demonstrated to the War Department the desir- 
ability of again bringing this method of instruction to the attention of all officers 
charged with training responsibility. Films are particularly valuable in demonstrat- 
ing operations and techniques which are not susceptible of simple explanation and 
those in which an appreciation of movement is vital to the understanding of the sub- 
ject being taught. In many instances, the War Department holds, detail can be 
shown on a film better than by demonstration on the ground, The purpose of the 
training film is to emphasize the demonstration and explanation phases of the train- 
ing eyele, and it should be used in conjunction with and to amplify other instruction, 

War Department training films are available to all components of the Army for 
training use, Distribution points are maintained by signal officers at all corps area 
and department headquarters, 

When projection equipment is available, corps area commanders will coordinate 
the use of training films with training programs of all units so that maximum use 
will be made of available training films, and so that Insofar as practicable, the film 
subject will be used in connection with the corresponding training program subject. 

All training films are issued on standard 35-millimeter film for theater type pro- 
jection and most of the subjects are available also in 16-millimeter substandard size, 
For use in armories or small halls, the 16-millimeter film is entirely adequate and 
can be used to advantage. Portable equipment, on which it can be projected, is avail- 
able in many communities, When 16-millimeter sound film is to be projected, care 
must be taken that a projector designed to accommodate sound film is used, Due to 
the construction of the equipment, an attempt to project 16-millimeter sound film 
on a projector designed for use with silent subjects only will destroy the film. How- 
ever, silent 16-millimeter films can be projected on a 16-millimeter sound projector 
without damage to the film. 


Navy Line Changes—A new aide to the Secretary of the Navy, Capt. Morton L. 
Deyo, has been appointed to succeed Capt. Irving Il. Mayfield who was detached 
on 6 Noy, 1989 for duty as commander of Destroyer Squadron 3, Battle Force, Cap- 
tain Deyo has been assistant hydrographer since last 24 April. Prior to that he had 
served as operations officer on the staff of the commander in chief of the Asiatic 
Fleet from 1936 to 1939. 

Other line orders issued this week included transfer of Capt. Archibald Hi. 
Douglas from the staff of the Naval War College about 18 May to command of the USS 
Enterprise, relieving Capt. ©. A. Pownall, whose new duties were not announced, 
Capt. Mahlon Street Tisdale, commanding the USS Vestal, will command the USS 
Chester, relieving Capt. Walter K. Kilpatrick whose orders as chief of staff to the 
Commander of Cruisers, Scouting Force, were published last week, Comdr, James E. 
Maher has been ordered detached from the Office of Naval Operations for duty as a 
technical aide to the Secretary of the Navy. Comdr, Lloyd J. Wiltse will leave the 
tureau of Navigation in June to become executive eflicer of the USS Idahe, Comdr. 
George FE. Maynard will leave the New York Navy Yard in March to become executive 
officer of the USS Memphis, relieving Comdr. William A. Heard, who will go to Na- 
val Operations.

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National Guard Activities 











Maj. Gen. John F. Williams, chief of 
the National Guard Bureau, whose nomi- 
nation to that position was approved last 
Vriday by the Senate, this week told the 
Army AND Navy JourNac that he favored 
the maximum amount of basic training 
for each member of the National Guard 
so that even the men who leave the guard 
after one enlistment will return to civil 
life as well-trained soldiers, highly useful 
in time of emergency. 

There should, General Williams de- 
clared, be complete training of new re- 
cruits. No time should be lost in giving a 
man an opportunity to fire his rifle so 
that it becomes more to him than a piece 
to carry and keep cleaned. More training 
with gas masks should also be afforded. 

Especially, epmhasized the new bureau 
chief, should every person be trained in 
communications because of the increasing 
complexity of modern warfare. 

General Williams stated that he fa- 
vored complete equipping of the National 
Guard as quickly as possible. Like his 
predecessor, Maj. Gen. Albert If. Bland- 
ing, he expressed the opinion that the 
number of gas masks issued to National 
Guiurd units be materially increased, 

No personnel changes are contemplated 
in the National Guard Bureau, though 
General Williams is prepared to an- 
nounce appointment of officers to fill va- 
cancies in the bureau, The forthcoming 
miuneuvers of the four field armies, the 
expansion of the guard and the handling 
of new materiel going to the various units 
will impose a heavy work load on every 
ollicer in the bureau until fall, at least, 
General Williams said. 

One administrative change has already 
been carried out by the new chief. The 
administrative office of the bureau, form- 
erly far down the hall of the Winder 
building from the chief's room, has been 
moved in with the executive office which 
widjoins the general's office. The adminis- 
trative ollicer of the bureau, Col. ’'rederic 
W. Boye, Cav., USA, is now acting execu- 
tive while Col. W. S. Fulton, Inf., USA, 
is on leave. Maj. Lloyd D. Brown, Inf., 
USA, of the small arms section, is acting 
as administrative officer in addition to 
his regular duties.

The Comptroller General this week 
ruled that “Section 80 of the National 
Defense Act of June 3, 1916, 39 Stat. 208, 
allows military leave with pay to civilian 
officers and employees who are members 
of the National Guard on ‘all days dur- 
ing which they shall be engaged in field 
or coust-defense training ordered = or 
authorized under the provisions of this 
Act,’ and there is no limit on the number 
of days of such leave which may be 
granted for the specified purposes. Sta- 
tutes authorizing: military leave for 
civilian officers and employees ordered to 
active duty as members of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps of the Army, or as mem- 
bers of the Naval Reserve, and limiting 
such leave to fifteen days in any one 
calendar year, distinguished. 

“There is no limit on the number of 
days’ military leave with pay which may 
be granted civilian officers and employees 
who are members of the National Guard 
of the District of Columbia when ordered 
to active duty of the kind for which such 
leave is authorized under the act of 
March 1, 1899, as amended (applicable 
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exclusively to District of Columbia Na- 
tional Guard), or when ordered to en- 
gage in the ‘field or coast defenses train- 
ing’ specified under section 80 of the Na- 
tional Defense Act of June 3, 1916, 39 
Stat. 208 (applicable to the National 
Guard throughout the country).”

Boston—The year 1939 will go down in 
the memories of those who were con- 
nected with the Massachusetts National 
Guard during that time as a year of great 
activity in all directions. A year of prog- 
ress, of proof of the readiness of the 
Guard to accomplish whatever it might 
be called upon to do, of expansion and of 
satisfaction for a task well performed.

Army Post Exchanges 


Corps Area commanders will hereafter 
have jurisdiction in matters concerning 
post exchanges at exempted stations. To 
effectuate this the War Department this 
week announced changes in AR 210-65 
and AR 170-10. Pending the reprinting 
of those regulations the following changes 
in existing texts are effective: 

1. AR 210-65.—Paragraph 6% is added as 
follows: 

6%. Exempted stations. — Correspondence 
on matters pertaining to post exchanges at 
exempted stations will be forwarded to the 
War Department through corps area com- 
manders who will indorse thereon their 
recommendations in the matter. 

(A.G. 331.36 (1-13-40).) 

2. AR 170-10.—Paragraph 6a(3) is changed 
as follows: 

6a(3) The following are exempt, except as 
provided in paragraph 8a and except as to 
routine supply of troops thereat; court- 
martial jurisdiction as prescribed in para- 
graph 5; supervision over discipline, conduct, 
bearing, and military appearance of miltary 
personnel, as per inspection jurisdiction pre- 
scribed in=paragraph 9, AR 20-10; for tele- 
phone and other signal communications as 
prescribed in AR 105-20; and for post ex- 
change matters as prescribed in paragraph 
64%, AR 210-65. Routine supply does not in- 
clude means of transportation and its opera- 
tion, which are exempt. 





Court Martial Action 


Persons in the Military service will not 
be subjected to court martial on charges 
of having failed to take prophylactic 
treatment but may, at the discretion of 
their commanding officer, be tried by 
court martial or other disciplinary action 
for failure to report the contraction of a 
venereal disease. This policy is set forth 
in changes issued this week in AR 40-235, 
paragraphs 4 and 5 of which have been 
revised to read as follows: 

4. Forfeiture of pay.—Forfeiture of pay by 
persons ***, 

5. Disciplinary action.—Persons in the mili- 
tary service will not be subjected to trial by 
court martial or other disciplinary action 
upon charges of having failed to take prophy- 
lactic treatment after illicit sexual inter- 
course, of having contracted veneral disease, 
or of having thus incapacitated themselves 
for duty. Any individual who knows that he 
has contracted, or has reason to believe that 
he may have contracted a venereal disease 
will report the fact to his immediate com- 
manding officer without unnecessary delay in 
order that proper medical treatment may be 
given. Trial by court martial or other dis- 
ciplinary action for failure so to report is 
discretionary with the commanding officer. 








Reserve Officer News 











The National Council of the Reserve 
Officers’ Association of the United States 
will meet in Washington, 15, 16 and 17 
Feb. in connection with the annual ob- 
servance of National Defense Week, 12 te 
22 Feb. 

About 100 officers, headed by Col. Ed- 
ward 8. Bres, Engr.-Res., president of the 
association, and including the last four 
past presidents, corps area and state 
commanders and committee chairman, 
will discuss legislation to be presented to 
this session of Congress. All of next 
Thursday will be devoted to sessions of 
the council, Friday will be spent in com- 
mittee meetings and conferences with 
Congressmen, and Saturday will see a 
windup of the council’s deliberations. 

The Reserve Officers’ Association has 
only two measures pending in Congress 
this year—the same as those presented 
last year, one of which failed of passage 
and the other of which was vetoed by the 
President. One would provide a $50 uni- 
form allowance for each of the first three 
years’ commissioned service, the other 
would pay $50 to officers earning inactive 
duty credits through correspondence 
courses. 

In addition, the ORA will seek several 
additional appropriations when _ repre- 
sentatives go before the Appropriations 
Committees during hearings on the War 
Department bill, probably late this 
month. In general, the association is well 
satisfied with budget estimates for Re- 
serve activities. Estimates for 1941 in 
regular and emergency budgets total $21,- 
949,324, against the $16,899,143 for 1940, 
of which $3,617,282 was in the limited 
emergency deficiency bill. 

It is especially pleased with proposals 
to place 1,300 Reserve officers on six 
months’ active duty as platoon comman- 
ders with troops of the Regular Army. 

Still to be obtained, officials of the 
organization state, is two weeks’ training 
annually for all Reservists in the combat 
arms and more frequent training for offi- 
cers in the services. An increase in the 
number of Citizens’ Military Training 
Camp enrollees from 35,000 to 50,000 is 
also sought.

A dramatization of the origin of the 
National Defense Act will be broadcast 
from 2 to 2:30 p. m., 13 Feb., over the 
Mutual Network by Reserve officers at- 
tached to Ohio State University, in con- 
nection with the celebration of National 
Defense Week. 

The broadcast will commemorate the 
activities of General Edward Orton, jr., 
then president and dean of the College of 
Ceramic Engineering at Ohio State, in 
collaborating in 1913 with Dr. W. O. 
Thompson, university president, to form- 
ulate a plan to improve the system of 
national defense. From this beginning a 
plan was evolved, approved by Congress, 
which became the National Defense Act 
of 1916. 

When the Columbus chapter of the Re- 
serve Officers’ Association was organized 
it was named in honor of General Orton, 
and in his honor, Lt. Harold R. Lee, chap- 
ter president, induced Lt. William Friel 
Heimlich, of Ohio State, to prepare the 
dramatization of the act’s origin. 

Featured on this national broadcast 
will be the famous Ohio State University 
concert band and. symphonic chorus, 
under the direction of Eugene J. Weigel, 
director of Music Department of Ohio 
State University, heard many times over 
national broadcast hookups.

The comptroller general this week 
ruled that, “In the absence of statute or 
regulation providing otherwise, it is 
within the discretion of the Postmaster 
General to grant leave of absence or fur- 
lough without pay to a rural mail carrier 
for a period of six months while he is on 
active duty with the Army as a member 
of the Officers’ Reserve Corps to which 
he has been ordered pursuant to law and 
by competent authority.”

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Coast Guard Personnel Bill 

The Acting Secretary of the Treasury 
this week asked Congress to amend the 
Coast Guard commissioned personne 
bill of 1938, which has proved inoperg. 
tive, in such a manner as to eliminate the 
right of personal appeal contained in the 
basic act. The Secretary said that the 
“appeal clause” in effect puts senior re. 
porting oflicers on trial and makes oper. 
tion of the act impossible. 

The letter of the Secretary explaining 
the proposed amendment is as follows: 

There is attached a draft of a proposed bij 
designed to amend section 2 of the Act of 
12 Jan, 1938, 52 Stat. 4. This Act prescribes 
a system for the retirement and placing oy 
of the line of promotion of commissioned 
officers of the Coast Guard. Experience dur. 
ing the years 1938 and 1939 by two personne 
boards has demonstrated that a modification 
of the system is necessary in order to secure 
a workable plan to accomplish the purposes 
of the Act. 

The law provides that the personnel board, 
when considering the record of any “%fficer 
of the Coast Guard, shall give major im. 
portance to reports made upon such officer 
by his seniors. These reports, based largely 
upon the opinions of superiors in observing 
the conduct of the officer in the performance 
of his official duties, are subject to attack 
by the officer concerned, or his counsel, who 
is afforded the right to appear before the 
personnel board and to require the attend. 
ance of such senior reporting officers for 
examination and cross-examination. This re. 
sults substantially in placing such officers 
on trial and has proved a serious handicap 
in the successful administration of the Aet 
In fact, although the law has been in effect 
for two years, no oflicer has been retired or 
placed out of line of promotion pursuant to 
its provisions, 

To remedy the situation, the proposed 
amendment provides that if the personnel 
board recommends that an officer be retired 
or placed out of line of promotion and the 
Commandant of the Coast Guard approves 
such recommendation, the officer concerned 
shall be notified, but no opportunity will be 
given him to appear before the board, How- 
ever, if, within thirty days of such notifica 
tion, the officer shall file a written protest 
of such action with the Commandant, he will 
automatically be entitled to have his case 
reconsidered before a subsequent annual per- 
sonnel board, none of the members of which 
shall be persons who composed the previous 
board, 

It is further provided in the proposed 
amendment that if any officer who has been 
recommended for retirement or to be placed 
out of the line of promotion is again so 
recommended by a subsequent annual per- 
sonnel board, such recommendation, if ap 
proved by the Commandant, shall be trans 
mitted to the Secretary of the Treasury for 
review. If approved by the Secretary, the 
recommendation will be laid before the 
President for final action. It is also pro 
vided that if, in any case, either the Com 
mandant or the Secretary of the ‘Treasury 
disapproves the recommendation § of the 
board, the officer concerned shal! retain his 
status in the Coast Guard to the same extent 
as if his case had not been considered. 

It is the opinion of the Department that the 
modified system proposed by this draft of 
bill would assure Coast Guard officers sub 
stantially the same protection against arbi- 
trary action as contemplated by the law 49 
it now exists, and, at the same time, present 
a workable plan adequate to meet the needs 
of the service. This plan is similar to that 
provided for the involuntary retirement of e- 
listed men of the Coast Guard, as contained 
in the reeent Act approved 24 May 1939 (Pub- 
lic No. 87, 76th Congress). 

I take pleasure, therefore, in recommending 
that the attached draft of bill be laid before 
the House of Representatives. A similar 
recommendation has been made to the Pres! 
dent of the Senate. 

This Department has been advised by the 
Bureau ef the Budget that there would be ne 
objection to the submission of this proposed 
legislation to the Congress.

The First Battalion of the 88th Infan- 
try began its range schedule immediately 
upon its arrival at Camp Bullis from Ft.

This Battalion with a complement of 
2 oflicers and 728 men moved without in- 
cident in two echelons, by motor and train 
convoy, and, for the first time in eighteen 
years the famous “Rock of the Marne” 
regiment became united. 

The 38th Infantry was organized in 
June, 1917, and participated in the World 
War overseas. Upon its return, it became 
part of the Third Division with station 
at Ft. Lewis, Wash. 

On 5 June 1922, the Ist Battalion was 
transferred from Ft. Lewis to It. Logan, 
Colo., while the Regimental Headquarters 
with the 2d and 3d Battalion were sent 
to Ft. Douglas, Utah. 

On 19 June 1927 the Ist Battalion was 
again transferred, this time from Ft. 
Logan to Ft. Sill, Okla. 

The entire regiment, upon the recent 
reorganization of the Regular Army into 
“Triangular” divisions was ordered 
transferred to the Second Division.

18th Wing Sets Up Schools 

In order to keep abreast of the Air 
Corps augmentation program the 18th 
Wing has established and is conducting 
a complete trade school program for the 
training of enlisted men. In order to take 
care of the large number of men to be 
trained it was necessary to launch an 
unprecedented training program. Vresent 
plans contemplate specialized training 
for approximately 1,500 students by 1 
Nov. 1040. 

The project was directed and is being 
supervised by the Wing S-3, Lt. Col. I. 
tjoum, AC. Each Base detailed an Officer 
in charge of Trade School instruction ; 
Capt. George R. Acheson was so detailed 
for Wheeler Field and Ist Lt. William A. 
Schulgen for Hickam. Additional officer 
and non-commissioned officer assistants 
were very carefully selected as instruc- 
tors. 

The following system of trade schools 
was set up: 

At Hickam Field.—Aircraft Mechanics 
school in charge of Ist Lt. Carl R. Feld- 
mann; and Aircraft Armorers school in 
charge of 1st Lt. Edward Flannick. 

At Wheeler Field. — Photographers 
school in charge of Capt. Minton W. 





Kaye ; Radio Technicians school in charge 
of Ist Lt. Charles W. Haas; and Adminis- 
trative and Technical Clerks school in 
charge of 2nd Lt. Byron E. Hall. 


To provide classroom space it was 
necessary at both bases to utilize hangars, 
all equipment being removed and the 


hangars divided into small classrooms by 
means of temporary partitions. In addi- 
tion, all other available classroom space 
at each station was utilized. 

The selection and classification of stu- 
dents is considered of prime importance. 
Following is the general plan now being 
employed, All recruits are given the 
normal processing immediately on arrival, 
including approximately six weeks of 
basic military training. All incoming 
men are also given a trade test. This is 
the most important step in the selection 
and classification. The test given is that 
used by the Air Corps Technical School, 
with some additional data. A trade test 
card is accomplished for each man by the 
examining officer in a personal interview. 
Utmost attention to detail is given in fill 
ing out these cards. This results in plac 
ing men in the type of work they are best 
qualified to pursue, Similarly Alpha and 
Mathematical tests are given to deter- 
mine each man’s capabilities and educa 
tional background, This latter test makes 
it possible to place men in the proper 
phase of instruction and results in simpli- 
lication of instructional precedure, 





Infantry School 
It. Benning, Ga.—-Students of the regu 
lar, tank, and advanced communications 
ollicer classes of the Infantry School were 


graduated here 31 Jan. with brief, in 
formal exercises, 
Graduating were 114 in the regular 


course, thirty-five in the tank course, and 
nine in the advanced communications 
course, Diplomas were presented after 
several brief talks, 

Fifty-one of those who graduated were 
assigned by recent War Department 
orders for duty with units away from Ft. 
Benning. They began leaving Thursday 
for their new stations. 

Approximately seventy students are re 
maining at Ft. Benning for an unde 
termined period of duty with troops of 
the Infantry School and of the First Divi- 
sion. 

There are now no officer classes in 
progress at the Infantry School. National 
Guard and reserve oflicers from all over 
the United States will begin pouring in 
here the latter part of February, how 
ever, to attend a three months’ course. 
Over 400 students will attend. 

Including all courses, the enrollment at 
the Infantry School will go beyond the 
650 mark by the middle of spring. 

Several enlisted men’s classes, with a 
total of several hundred students enrolled, 
are in progress at the school at present, 





Concentration at Monterey 

Presidio of Monterey, Calif.—lresidio 
of Monterey, thanks to the 3rd Division 
“War,” the mid-winter rains, and one 
thing and another, this week found itself 
in the “Alice Through the Looking 
Glass” class—-with its barracks turned 
into temporary hospitals, every spare 
corner taken up with Division base force 
installations, and its regular garrison 
camping out in the back yard up Presidio 
Hill. 

Smoke of battle of the Black-and-Blue 
Joint Ixercise, when it cleared away 
shortly after 22 January, found the Mon 
terey Peninsula jammed with strange in- 
signia, fleets of trucks and 10,000 men of 
the reinforced 3rd Division.

“i,” was assigned to support of the 30th 
Infantry on the main defense line ana 
gave a good account of itself, registering 
enough hits on the Monterey municipal 
pier to render that structure unusable 
by Black transports, 

The 11th Cavalry was first assigned 
beach patrols from Point Sur to Santa 
Cruz, with the 2nd Squadron under Capt, 
J. M. Glasgow, with Capt. William Gill- 
more’s Battery “I” attached, on the sep- 
arate mission of defending the beach ana 
piers at Avila, near San Luis Obispo. 
Troopers conducted reconnaissance on 
both tlanks of the 30th Infantry's line dur- 
ing the initial phases, finally concentrat- 
ing on the south flank as Black troops 
began pouring into the Monterey side of 
the Camp Ord Military Reservation, 

Highlight of the maneuvers for the 
Cavalry was the aggressive action under. 
taken at dawn on the 21stof January when 
the regiment penetrated into the Black 
Division's right and rear. In the space of 
two and a half hours the Cavalry cap- 
tured 18 supply truck, 24% batteries of 
Artillery and an Artillery Command Post, 
eut four communication lines and so 
thoroughly disrupted rear installations 
(including 75% casualties on a reserve 
battalion) that umpires ruled the main 
coordinated Black thrust had been de- 
layed 24 hours. This period of activity 
ended abruptly when the 3rd Tank Com- 
pany (Black) caught half the regiment 
in the vicinity of Bombproof and dis- 
persed them. Umpires ruled out the regi- 
ment for five hours; gave the tanks 300% 
casualties. 

During the closing phases of the joint 
exercise Gen. George C. Marshall, Chief 
of Staff, inspected the various echelons, 
accompanied by Lt. Gen. John L. DeWitt, 
4th Army and 9th Corps commander, 

Critique on the exercise was held at 
the Presidio of Monterey War Depart- 
ment Theatre 30 January with Adm, J. O, 
Richardson, commander in chief of the 
U. S. Bleet, and Lt. Gen, DeWitt in at 
tendance, More than 300 officers attended 
the five-hour session, Principal points on 
which comments were made were fleet 
participation, the actual landing arrange- 
ments, and the beach-head operation.

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Rifle Association Meets 

A protest against reversion of the Army 
to the old 150-grain bullet was voiced by 
the executive committee of the National 
Rifle Association at the meeting here of 
that group on 3 Feb. 

The night before, at the annual ban- 
quet of the National Rifle Association in 
the Mayflower Hotel, attended by 200 


members and their guests, Maj. Gen. 
¢. M. Wesson, Chief of Ordnance, had 


characterized the 150-grain bullet as 
meeting all combat requirements, and 
stated that the 172-grain, boat-tailed bul- 
jet added a pound to the soldier’s load 
and did not increase combat accuracy. 

General Wesson’s reference to the am- 
munition was made in a talk on rifle 
marksmanship and the Garand rifle, 
which, he said, was now being produced 
at the rate of 4,000 a month at Springfield 
Armory. To supplement this supply, 
General Wesson said, the Winchester Re- 
peating Arms Company would begin de- 
liveries of the 65,000 rifles ordered from 
it in November, at the rate of 8,000 a 
month. This rate of delivery of the Ga- 
rand would subsequently be increased. 
“It is expected,” declared the Chief of 
Ordnance, “that the entire Regular Army 
and the National Guard will be equipped 
with it within the next two years.” 

The NRA’s executive committee, in 
protesting the change to the less power 
ful bullet, asked that research towards 
improvements of weapons and ammuni- 
tion not be abandoned. 

The committee also requested the Army 
Chief of Staff to prescribe an adequate 
qualification course and to reconsider its 
recently adopted course, which merely re- 
quires that four shots be fired, slow fire, 
at 500 yards; four at 300 yards, four at 
2” yards, and that 16 shots be fired, 
rapid fire, at 200 yards and 16 at 300 
yards. The old qualification course, it 
was pointed out, required 10 shots at 600 
yards, and larger strings at all ranges. 

Participation of the National Rifle As- 
sociation in the conference to be called 
in New York City 16 Feb. by the Amateur 
Athletic Union to consider Pan American 
games as a replacement for the Olympics 
which will not be held this year was also 
approved. 

The executive board of the National 
Rifle Association, which met on 2 Feb. 
approved action of National Headquar- 
ters in providing four matches for the 
Garand semi-automatic in the 1940 Na- 
tional Rifle Matches at Camp Perry, 
Ohio. It also determined to request Con- 
gress to increase by $100,000 the 1941 
budget estimate of $645,000 for the Na- 
tional Matches, the expenses of the Na- 
tional LDooard for the Promotion of 
Civilian Marksmanship and the Director 
of Civilian Marksmanship and four as- 
sistance to member clubs. The increase is 
hecessary, it was declared, because of the 
lj per cent membership gain of the NRA 
during the past year—a gain which re- 
quires provision of additional ammuni- 
tion and other equipment. 

The board also urged the Chief of Staff 
fotake all steps possible to time the hold- 
ing of the field army maneuvers this sum- 
mer so that interference with the Na 
tional Rifle Matches would be reduced to 
4 minimum. 

Col. L. W. T. Waller, USMCR, was re- 
elected president of NRA for a second 
term, and the following oflicers were re- 
flected: Maj. Gen. Milton A. Reckord, 
NG Md., executive vice president; Col. 
N.C. Nash, NG Mass., vice president, and 
Mr. C. B. Lister, secretary-treasurer. 

The officers were installed at the ban- 
quet at which Col. Truman Smith, USA, 
former military attache at Berlin, gave 
an off-the-record talk on the German cam- 
ign in Poland. Others who attended 
Were Col. J. Monroe Johnson, assistant 
Secretary of Commerce; Assistant See- 
retary of War Louis Johnson, General 
George (. Marshall, chief of staff, and 
Representative Buell Snyder, D., Pa., of 
the House Appropriations Committee of 
the House.

The third would be 16 shots sur- 
prise fire at 200 yards, with targets ex- 
posed 3 seconds, during which time 2 
shots must be fired. 

The team match, would allow 8 shots 
to each member of a 10-man team, slow 
fire, at GOO yards. 





Naval Expansion Bill 

Although the House Naval Affairs 
Committee approved the measure last 
week, the Naval Expansion Bill has not 
been reported to the House. It is be- 
lieved that Congressional leaders are de- 
laying the report in order that they may 
be fully prepared for a fight on the floor 
of the House. 

One member of the Tlouse Committee 
said this week that “the floor situation 
is definitely bad and there is going to be 
a whale of a fight even over such an ab- 
breviated bill.” 

As hearings closed on Monday of this 
week, only two persons appeared in op- 
position. They were members of the Na- 
tional Council for the Prevention of War, 
Frederick J. Libby, its executive secre- 
tary, and Miss Jeannette Rankin, a 
former member of Congress. Mr. Libby 


urged that the Committee not act as a 
“rubber stamp” for armament increase 
exponents. He ridiculed the idea of a 


coalition of Russia, Germany, Japan and 
Italy against the United States. Miss 
Rankin, declaring that she represents 
“the inarticulate women,” urged that the 
Navy be limited to “defensive” strength.

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What's the Matter With the 


Band?

| nse is as old as history, and from 
earliest times has been regarded us 
a requisite component in all armies. For 
centuries martial music has led men to 
battle, giving them inspiration in the 
very fury of the fray. Today, more than 
ever, its influence is needed in the main- 
tenance of morale, A peppy, well-drilled, 
up-to-the-minute band, aids military etli 
ciency, inspires courage, stimulates pa- 
triotism, and provides a balm for jaded 
nerves. 

The band has not kept pace with the 
rapid development in the modernization 
of other branches of the army. Lacking 
representation on the General Staff, there 
has been no one conversant with band 
problems to essay changes or make recom- 
mendations, Too many of our bands are 
steeped in the outmoded programs of gen- 
erations past and have no acquaintance 
with music in the modern idiom. 

The Army Music School, of which a 
majority of the present bandleaders are 
graduates, was abolished several years 
ago. In consequence, the list of success 
ful candidates resulting from the recent 
examination for appointment as warrant 
officer United States Army, is made up 
of men who have had little or no formal 
musical education. Our bands are in- 
ferior to those of any other first class 
power, largely because of the lack of fa- 
cilities for training its personnel. There 
is urgent need of a school along the 
lines of the Paris Conservatoire or the 
Royal Military School of Music (Kneller 
Hall) London—to develop and train 
vocalists, instrumentalists, trumpeters 
and drummers. A comprehensive course 
of instruction should be provided for a 
few highly selected and gifted young 
musicians, to fit them for the duties of 
bandleader, This course should include 
besides the academic subjects—a_ study 
of microphone technique, and an analy- 
tical survey of the style, arrangements, 
and instrumentation employed by our 
leading modern dance bands, 

For parade purposes, consolidation of 
the field music with the band and the 
rendition of trumpet marches should be 
required. In some stations, it has been 
found expedient, for training and dis- 
ciplinary reasons, to quarter the field 
music in the band barracks. Buglers 
thereby receive uniform training in their 
particular duties in the field, in bugle 
and drum corps routine, and in the per- 
formance of marches as an adjunct to the 
band. 

Discipline is lax, alignment faulty, and 
march music poor and unsuitable in 
many of our organizations. As a result, 
they lack the swing, precision, and mar- 
tial spirit of the European bands. The 
employment of trumpets and drums in 
the traditional style of the foreign armies 
—upplied rudimental drumming and the 
rhythmic flourish of flashing trumpets 
keeps the entire band alert, gives it a 
sinart appearance, increases its playing 
effectiveness, and has an_ irresistible 
effect upon marching troops. 

The 28 piece band is unimpressive, both 
in volume and appearance, and deficient 
in tonal coloring. It is inadequate for 
outdoor concerts except where some form 
of amplification is available and its re- 
sources fully utilized. However, reason- 
ably satisfactory results may be obtained 
for parade purposes by increasing to a 
minimum of $5 and uniting with the field 
music. 





Bands have always been the orphans 
of the military service. To secure better 
musical organizations, there should be 
an improvement in the conditions under 
which the music is produced. Complete 
instrumentation, better schooling, higher 
rank for musicians and leader, smart uni- 
forms, improved administration; these 
provide the difference between the Army, 
Navy, and Marine bands at Washington, 
and the Station and Division bands of the 
line. Granted similar opportunities, our 
bands can evolve to the highest degree of 
efficiency and usefulness, and to a posi- 
tion of equality among the military bands 
of other nations. 





Census in Army and Navy 

Members of the military and naval 
forces, along with 132 million Americans 
in every walk of life, will take part in 
the great national question-bee which 
starts 1 April—the Sixteenth Decennial 
Census of Population. 

Gathering information on men in the 
services presents a problem somewhat 
different from enumerating other sections 
of the population, however. The questions 
involved are now being worked out by the 
Census Bureau in conjunction with the 
War and Navy Departments. 

In general, the governing rule will be: 
All officers and enlisted men will be 
enumerated us residents of the places 
where they usually sleep, in the area 
where they are stationed, 

Accordingly, men who go home at night 
to their families will be enumerated at 
home by the Census-taker for the district 
in which the home is located. This 
enumerator will collect facts not only 
about them as individuals, for the Popu- 
lation Census, but also about their homes, 
for the Census of Ilousing. 

The Census of Ilousing is being taken 
for the first time, and will cover charac 
teristics of structures—principal exterior 
material, year originally built, ete.; 
equipment of the dwelling units therein 

lighting, heating, plumbing, refrigera 
tion, and mortgage financing for non-farm 
owned homes, It is expected that these 
housing queries will also apply to family 
living quarters supplied to officers at their 
posts of duty. 

Army and Navy men, wherever they 
live, will answer the questions of the 
Population Census as to hame, age, 
marital status, highest grade of school 
completed, place of birth. 

In reporting occupation, cooks, me- 
chanics, engineers and others perform- 
ing specialized types of work will so 
state, A new question concerning resi- 
dence on 1 April 1935, will be asked of 
service men. It is designed to measure 
migration trends, including the transfers 
so colmmon in the services. 

There is a supplementary set of ques- 
tions for a 5 per cent sample of the popu- 
lation, three of which relate to veterans: 
Is this person a veteran of the United 
States military forces; or the wife, widow, 
or under-18-year-old child of a veteran? 
If child, is veteran-father dead? War or 
military service-—World War; Spanish- 
American War, Philippine Insurrection, 
or Boxer Rebellion; Spanish-American 
War and World War; regular establish- 
ment peace-time service only; or other 
war or expedition. Since this information 
is already available for men in the ser- 
vice, they will not be asked these ques- 
tions. 

To get this information from men who 
sleep at their stations, arrangements are 
being made whereby the commandant of 
anarmy post, for example, would desig- 
hate one (or more) of his men as enumer- 
aor of all persons residing at the post. 

Men stationed in outlying possessions, 
foreign countries, or aboard ship in mid- 
ocean Will not be forgotten. They will be 
counted either as residents of the posses- 
sions where they are stationed, or if in 
some foreign country, as “Americans 
abroad.” 





West Point Sports 

West Point, N. Y.—For a third succes- 
sive week Cadet winter sports teams 
emerged with flying colors, losing only 
two contests by the barest margins, tie- 
ing two more and winning four, ‘The 
losses were 2 Swimming meet to Williams 
College, 38 to 37, and an indoor polo game 
to Harvard 13 to 12. Penn State was tied 
in boxing, 4 to 4, and Boston University 
at Boston in hockey, 2 to 2, while the 
Cadets downed a powerful Yale basket- 
ball five 44 to 40, outshot the Eli’s in a 
shoulder to shoulder rifle match, and de- 
feated Fordham in Fencing 28 to 4 and 
Rutgers in wrestling 17 to 9. 

In winning from Yale, regarded as one 
of the best teams in the Eastern Inter- 
collegiate League, the Cadets definitely 
established their prowess on the basket- 
ball courts, and although they lost to 
Georgetown University last week, four 
days after defeating George Washington’s 
highly rated five, 37 to 31, their strength 
can hardly be discounted, for off days are 





hardly unusual with the present heavy 
schedules.

Navy Reorganization 

The House subcommittee designated to 
study the reorganization of the Navy 
Department will hold an organization 
meeting on either Monday or Tuesday, 12 
or 18 Feb., Representative Colgate W. 
Darden, of Va., chairman, said this week. 

Mr. Darden said that he will request 
the Secretary of the Navy to appear be 
fore his committee as the first witness. 

The subcommittee is composed of Rep- 
resentative Darden, Representative Carl 
Vinson, of Ga., Chairman of the House 
Naval Affairs Committee, Representative 
Melvin Maas, of Minn., ranking minority 
member, Representative W. Sterling 
Cole, of N. Y., and Representative Wil- 
liam S. Jacobsen, of Towa. 

Concerning the report of the Navy De 
partment General Board on Navy reor- 
ganization, which the Navy has requested 
that Congress hold: confidential, Repre- 
sentative Darden said that he will make 
the report public when his committee be 
gins hearings. The report was made to 
the Secretary of the Navy and not to the 
House Naval Affairs Committee, and Mr. 
Edison said that he would prefer that 
it not be made public. Tlowever, Mr. Dar- 
den says that he intends to call members 
of the General Board to testify and feels 
that their report should be included in 
the records of the subcommittee.

Reduce Army Posts 
Representative Everett M. Dirksen, of 
Ill., this week introduced a bill provid:

The commission would be corr 
posed of three Senators, three Repre- 


sentatives, three active Army officers and 
three civilians. It would be required to 
report back to Congress on 3 Jan. 141. 
The measure has been referred to the 
House Military Affairs Committee. 
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The War on Sea 

An interesting experiment in sea de- 
fesse against aircraft is being carried 
forward by the British in the equipping 
of two vessels of the Cardiff class with 
multiple batteries of antiaircraft guns 
to guard convoys against German air at- 
tack. It is said that ten antiaircraft guns 
pave been placed aboard each vessel and 
that all guns on each are controlled by 
one director. This recalls earlier use of 
war vessels as aircraft defense ships, 
completely equipped with high elevation 
guns to guard the fleet. 

It is reported that as a result of Ger- 
man air activity on the east coast of 
Scotland (the Firth of Forth, ete.) the 
British no longer base their Naval ves- 
sels in that area but have moved to the 
west coast and to the north of Ireland. 
Doubtless, however, they are employing 
“flying squadrons” of vessels in the east- 
ern waters to guard against forays by 
the Germans. 

There can be little doubt but that the 
German activity in the air and under the 
sea and by mines is being felt keenly in 
Great Britain. The rationing of meat can 
not be taken lightly, for it is definite evi- 
dence that her shipping is restricted. Ger- 
many claims that ports on the east are 
being closed may have foundation. 

Estimates of the extent of losses and 
the effect of the war on national morale 
is obscured by the hyperbolic claims of 
the Germans and by the British refusal 
to reveal detailed information in ac- 
cordance with the Admiralty’s policy of 
keeping the enemy as poorly informed as 
possible. It is obvious, nevertheless, that 
the raids have been costly in actual sink- 
ings, making neutrals nervous, raising 
maritime insurance rates, and keeping 
fishermen from profitable grounds,

The War on Land 

Disheartening to Finnish sympathizers 
is the relentless fact that despite the 
valor of the defenders the Russians con- 
tinue their willingness to keep pounding 
on all fronts and to continue replacing 
their losses no matter how heavy. Even 
with generous supplies of arms and 
equipment little Finland can not long re- 
sist the pressure. 

It was officially announced in the 
House of Commons this week that Britain 
is sending airplanes to Finland. From 
Paris dispatches report fifty carloads of 
Italian planes have been shipped from 
French ports, while demands from the 
French people for greater aid by their 
government to Finland continue. The 
United States continues to raise funds 
and a Congressional loan of $20,000,000 
appears imminent. Observers estimate 
that probably 400 airplanes already have 
been sent or arranged to be shipped to 
the little nation. 

Yet with all this, observers in responsi- 
ble positions believe that the cards are 
stacked against the Finns. Who will fly 
all these planes? The Finns must be los- 
ing some of the pilots with which they 
started their defense. We know from our 
own experience that capable war fliers 
“an not be trained in a few weeks, as a 
matter of fact their proper training pe- 
riod is measured in years. Volunteers 
from other nations are helping, but it is 
felt that unless organized units of fight- 
ing men are dispatched to the front from 
other nations the fate of Finland is 
sealed. The Russian plan evidently is to 
keep pounding at all fronts, maintaining 
as much pressure as possible in order to 
force the defenders to spread their forces 
thinly. The interior lines of communica- 
tions helps the Finns, while the long sup- 
ply line necessary for the Russian activi- 
ties in the central and northern fronts 
presents the Soviets with a difficult prob- 
lem: but men are cheap, apparently, and 
Stalin is willing to take the losses he 
knows his men must suffer to gain his 
end. 

Success on any one of .the fronts will 
be the beginning of a swift downfall for 
the defenders. Hither the frontal attack 
or the flanking movement in the Karelian 
Isthmus or north of Lake Ladoga could, 
if suecessful, open the way to Helsinki. 
Success in the central region would cut 
Finland off from Sweden and Norway, 
severe her internal communications and 
give the Reds a port on the Gulf of Both- 
nia. Suecess in the north would bring 
hords of Russians to flank the defense of 
the central region. 

There are those who believe Finland 
may go down as early as next month, 
when the daylight hours have lengthened 
and before the thaw sets in. Others hold 
that if it goes beyond March they prob- 
ably can hold out until July. Mid-sum- 
mer is virtually the dead line set by 
many. But the hardy courage of the 
Finns have astounded others in the past 
and it may well be that they can hold out 
even longer, but that they are doomed un- 
less supplied with outside men and mate. 
rials in much greater quantities than 
now are arriving.

Marriage of Enlisted Men 

Army Regulations governing the mar- 
riage of enlisted men, except those in the 
first, second and third grades, were 
changed this week. 

The new wording provides that “en- 
listed men except those in grades, 1, 2, 
or 3, who marry without the written per- 
mission of the corps area commander 
after 30 June 1939, will not be reenlisted.”

Besides reducing presidential estimates 
so that an increase in taxes or of the 
National Debt Limit will not be neces- 
sary, Congress is moving to curb federal 
interference with business. The House 
Rules Committee has approved a_ bill 
granting United States Courts of Appeals 
authority to determine whether any rule 
issued by any Federal Board or Agency 
is in conflict with the Constitution or the 
Statute under which it was issued. “The 
law must provide,” according to the re- 
port of the House Judiciary Committee 
on the bill, “that the governors shall be 
governed, and the regulators shall be 
regulated, if our present form of govern- 
ment is to endure.” A bill of this char- 
acter was approved by the Senate during 
the last session, but the vote by which it 
was passed was reconsidered in compli- 
ance with administration pressure, There 
is every prospect that the measure will 
be enacted before the sitting session ad- 
journs, in which case Business can appeal 
to the courts from rulings which it con- 
siders the illegal or harsh. 

The attitude of Congress in this mat- 
ter as well as that of the executive esti- 
mates, is a matter of sharp concern to the 
New Dealers in the Administration. They 
feel the criticism of the President's poli- 
cles which is involved in the acts of the 
Democratic majorities at the Capitol, will 
seem like repudiation to the voters in the 
pending campaign, and will harm the 
chances of the Party continuing in con- 
trol of the Government, That the Presi- 
dent himself is anxious about the situa- 
tion is shown, first, by his public defense 
of pump priming, and, secondly, by his 
opposition to the legislation to control the 
activities of Boards and Agencies created 
under his Administrations. Supporting 
the former, he cited the economie gains 
made between the calendar years 1932 
and 1939, and pointed out they had been 
made during a period when the total gov- 
ernmental debt had remained substan- 
tially unchanged. Agreeing that the Fed- 
eral debt had increased, he claimed there 
had been a corresponding falling off of 
local debt. Critics promptly replied that 
as a matter of fact the National Debt had 
increased more than $20 billions, while, 
according to the reports of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, local debts had remained 
practically stationary. This interchange 
of views has had its effect upon members 
of the Senate and House, who are facing 
renomination and reelection, and has 
caused them to be even more determined 
in their purpose to avoid any hiking of 
the debt limit or of taxes. It is account- 
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ing also for the points of order being 
raised in the House against appropria- 
tions for New Deal Agencies not author- 
ized by law, for example, the Records 
Commission, which is the old National 
Emergency Council. This is a pet Agency 
of the White House, and it looks at this 
moment as though the President will have 
to pay its expenses next year out of the 
Relief Funds. 

Another step toward granting Federal 
relief to Finland was taken this week 
when the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee reported favorably the bill increas- 
ing the lending power of the RFC by $100 
millions. It is understood that $20 mil- 
lions will be loaned to Finland and a like 
amount to China. Part of the remaining 
authorization will be used to furnish our 
share of the capital for the inter-Ameri- 
can bank to be established for the pur- 
pose of supplementing economic coopera- 
tion in the Western Hemisphere. Four 
other Governments must subscribe to the 
Bank. Plans for the institution, which 
will have a capital of $100 millions, have 
been approved by the Inter-American 
Economic and Financial Committee, 
which was appointed by the Panama Con- 
ference of Foreign Ministers of American 
Nations. 

That the Allies are finding it necessary 
to obtain a greater flow of munitions 
from the United States is shown by a loan 
made by the British Purchasing Commis- 
sion to the Atlas Powder Company of 
Wilmington, Delaware, for the construc- 
tion of plant extensions needed to pro- 
duce explosives which the Commission 
has ordered. The Secretary of the 
Treasury has held that such a loan is not 
taxable, It is reported that the Commis- 
sion is planning to make like arrange- 
ments with other American plants. In 
anticipation of increasingly large orders 
from the Allies, the President has been 
holding conferences for the purpose of 
so regulating sales that our neutrality 
will not be violated, and at the same time 
expediting deliveries to the buying bel- 
ligerents.

Construe Selection Laws 


A number of decisions by the Judge 
Advocate General of the Navy, interpret- 
ing Navy and Marine Corps personnel 
laws were made public this week. Ex- 
cerpts from them follow: 

Status of Marine Corps Staff Officer 

Question presented whether a permanent 
staff officer with the rank of colonel is con- 
sidered as having been twice passed over by 
reason of the fact that line officers junior to 
him have been recommended for promotion to 
the rank of brigadier general of the line by 
selection boards which failed to recommend 
him for promotion. 

Under the Act of 4 March 1925, brigadier 
generals of the line were required to be se- 
lected from colonels of the line, but this pro- 
vision of law was repealed by the Act of 29 
May 1934, and it was decided that under the 
latter act permanent staff officers of the rank 
of colonel were eligible for selection for pro- 
motion to brigadier generals of the line. 

Section 9 (a) of the subject act now in 
force provides: 

“That in each grade all officers not selected 
as best fitted for promotion but senior in 
lineal rank to the junior officer selected as 
best fitted by each board shall be considered 
as having failed of selection as best fitted 
* ” 

Section 12 (a) provides: 

“Kor the purpose of the administration of 
this section, all officers on the active list now 
in the status of having failed of selection as 
best fitted, as defined in section 9 (a) of this 
Act, one or more times shall be regarded as 
having failed of selection as best fitted once 
only.” 

In the specific case now presented, the offi- 
cer was transferred from the line to the per- 
manent staff of the Marine Corps in 1908 and 
has since then served continuously as an 
officer of the Quartermaster’s Department. 
Iie was promoted to assistant quartermaster 
with the rank of colonel in 1933. He was not 
recommended for promotion to brigadier gen- 
eral of the line or for appointment as head of 
a staff department by the reports of selection 
boards which considered him and recom- 
mended officers junior to him for promotion 
to brigadier general of the line, which said 
reports were approved hy the President on 
1 December 1937, and 1 November 1938. 

Held that the officer in question has twice 
failed of selection within the meaning of sec- 
tions 9 (a) and 12 (a), as hereinbefore quoted. 
(File: 00—Sanderson, Chas, R/P17-2(381213), 
23 Feb. and 29 Mar. 1939.) 

Not Physically Qualified Construed 


Section 7(a) provides that no lieutenant 
“who is not physically qualified” shall be 
eligible for consideration by a_ selection 


board; section S8(a) requires that the Secre- 
tary of the Navy furnish the appropriate se- 
lection boards with “the names of all officers 
eligible for consideration for promotion to 
each grade or grades to which the board will 
recommend officers for promotion”; and sec- 
tion 11(c) provides that “no officer shall be 
promoted unless he has had not less than two 
years’ actual sea service in the grade in which 
serving and on the promotion list for that 
grade.” 

In 1926 a lieutenant (junior grade) was in- 
jured in an airplane crash. In 1927 he was 
promoted to lieutenant upon the approved 
finding of a board of medical examiners that 
he was “physically qualified to perform all 
his duties except those at sea.” In January, 
1939, a board of medical survey reported that 
his “present condition” is “fit for all duties, 
except those at sea” and that the “probable 
future duration” of his condition is “perma- 
nent for sea duty”; which report was sup- 
plemented by the Chief of the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery as follows: 

“His present physical condition is the re- 
sult of the injuries sustained in the above- 
mentioned airplane crash and are the same 
disabilities that existed when he appeared 
before a Board of Medical Examiners at the 
Navy Department, Washington, D. C., on 10 
October 1927.” 

Upon consideration of the foregoing, the 
Secretary of the Navy determined that the 
officer in question was eligible for considera- 
tion for promotion to lieutenant commander, 
and accordingly submitted his name to the 
appropriate line selection board then in ses- 
sion with the information that “he is not 
physically qualified to perform his duties at 
sea but is physically qualified to perform his 
duties on shore,” and that he had been pro- 
moted to lieutenant under the provisions of 
R.S. 1494. 










Merchant Marine 

The Senate has passed and sent to 
conference the Independent Offices Ap. 
propriation Bill which provides $164,000. 
000 for activities of the Maritime Com. 
mission during the fiscal year 1941. This 
is an increase of $39,000,000 over the 
amount approved by the House of Repre. 
sentatives, but is $36,000,000 under bud. 
get estimates. 

Both House and Senate eliminated an. 
thority to negotiate $150,000,000 in new 
contracts, thus practically suspending 
new construction by the commission dur. 
ing the next year. 

The $39,000,000 was added to the 
House bill after Rear Adm. Emory §, 
Land, USN-Ret., commission chairman, 
pointed out that the $125,000,000 ap. 
proved by the House would fall short by 
$39,000,000 of meeting payments due dur. 
ing 1941 on construction already under. 
way which was undertaken with Cop. 
gressional authority. 


US Lines Bids for Services 

United States Lines entered high bid 
this week for purchase of the vessels and 
good will of the Maritime Commission's 
services to Australian and Far East ports 
from North Atlantic ports. 

Other bids were entered by Charles U. 
Bay, of New York City, who proposed to 
organize an operating company; Argo- 
naut Lines and California Steamship 
Company.

Among the comments written on pro- 
motion by officers of the Army in replying 
tothe ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL’S survey 
are the following: 

Maj., JAGD—*“Make known to the per- 
snnel the real effect of the proposed 
egislation beyond the period covered by 
the War Department’s report.” 

Maj., QMC—“If possible to do so on 
merit, select Major and above. Below 
Major no.”

Capt., QMC-—“Tf a purge is to be ap- 
plied, get rid of the old worn out gen- 
erals and colonels who are worthless, 
then if more are necessary carry through 
minority plan.” 

Capt., CE-—“Is not 40 field oflicers 
more in line with new type division re- 
quirements?” 

Lt. Col., FD —“Annual proficiency tests. 
Mlimination on proticiency basis only.” 

Capt., CAC—“Suggest a forced yearly 
retirement of at least 200, of all oflicers 




















in each grade above 2nd Lieutenants on 
an efficiency basis.” 

Capt., Cav.—Give all officers retained 
in service complete military education. 
Officers not recommended for further 
Military education should be dropped or 
retired.” 

Lt. Col., Inf.—‘‘Let us alone. We have 
work to do. If all officers woud give more 
attention to the work at hand and less to 
Rank, the cause of National Defense 
would be well served.” 

Maj., AC-——‘Retirement for Air Corps 
Pilots after 20 years active duty as such 
with 750% pay including base and flying 
pay.”
